We are naturally nappy at the honour done to this University by 
the Association by accepting our Invitation to hold the meeting 
here.

Another significance Is derived from the feet that this 
meeting Is taking place In the 125th Year of the University. 

As one of the three oldest Universities In this country! we 
are observing this year as the Post-Centenhtal Stiver Jubilee 
Year and a number of academic projects and programmes have 
been chalked out to celebrate the occasion. We are under¬ 
standably delighted and even proud at this happy coincidence. 

Chancellor Sir! I am deeply Indebted to you for having 
readily consented to Inaugurate this Conference. You have been 
a source of Inspiration and strength to all of us tn this University 
Your presence adds to the Importance of this occasion and I am 
sure your Inaugural Address will give the assembled Vice- 
Chancellors food for serious thought. I am also grateful to the 
Hon'ble Education Minister Smt. Patll and Dr. Madhuri Shah 
for making It convenient to participate In this function Inspite 
of their busy schedules. 

We are meeting at a time when higher education In this 
oountry Is at the cross-roads of hlstory ( as It were. Many 
complex problems confront us and the survival and progress of 
the university system depend upon the correctness of the 
decisions we collectively take. This will call for an accurate 
assessment of the current problems In the long term perspective 
extending Into the next century which Is almost upon us and 
Involving considerations of the change of direction and of right 
priorities. 



This Is no mean task by any reckoning. In fact, the task 
has been rendered considerably more difficult by the ; new environ¬ 
ment of scepticism which one notices emerging not only in India 
but in many parts of the world. The belief that on the basis of 
reason and rational thought roan would successfully comprehend 
his environment to the benefit of a better evolution of mankind 
is increasingly under attack by the rising tide of irrationalism 
in thought and action. This has undermined cne of the central 
notions upon which a university is based, viz. that learning-is 
cumulative and that the opportunity for rational discourse is its 
raiaon d'etre . Under these circumstances, academic statesmanship 
of the hlgheBt order, both in and out of the universities, will oe 
necessary if universities are to fulfil their historic mission. I 
fervently hope that our deliberations will initiate just the kind 
of process which will gather momentum and providers new thrust 
for reshaping the future of university education in this courtry. 

I am extremely happy that majority of the Vice-Chancellors 
have been able to make it convenient to attend this meeting. We 
have tried our best to make your stay reasonably comfortable. 

We have even managed to extend by a couple of weeks Bombay's 
'winter' for your comfort. But there are bound to be deficiencies 
and shortcomings in our arrangements. Bombay City is not very 
favourably placed in the matter of infrastructural facilities for 
the holding of large Conferences. I> therefore, beseach you to 
forgive us for any inadequacies that you may experience and 
to bear with us cheerfully for the next three days. 

Once again I extend a cordial welcome to all of you.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS

It Is indeed a privilege to have been asked to 
inaugurate the 57th Annual Meeting of the Association of 
Indian Universities. It is a matter of pride for us as we 
are hosting this meeting during the post-Centenary Silver 
Jubilee Year of one of the oldest Universities of the country— 
the Bombay University. 

I greatly value this opportunity of being in your midst. 
This inauguration has given me an opportunity to meet a galaxy 
of educational administrators —men of eminence who are engaged 
in the most exciting and rather exacting task of shaping the 
"young** which is synonymous with work connected with shaping 
the future — the destiny of the nation. You have a very onerous 
and noble mission — a mission full of satisfaction. 

There is no denying the fact that the Association of 
Indian Universities has been doing excellent work by providing 
leadership in the field of higher education. It has contributed 



substantially to the promotion of higher education In all Its 
facets. However It Is time for the Association to do some 
Introspection. It should ask itself whether It has done all that 
Is necessary; whether It can play a more positive and meaningful 
role; whether it has done enough to mould higher education in our 
country to be more relevant and functional to meet the aspirations 
and needs bf a society in the throes of revolutionary changes and 
the challenges and opportunities of an era dominated by science 
and technology. 

We are living in an age In which phenomenal scientific 
and technological progress have brought about widespread trans¬ 
formations in social and cultural conditions. In the rapidly 
changing contemporary world* Universities are undergoing a pro¬ 
found ehange in their scope* functions and organisations and are 
in the process of continuous and rapid evolution. Their tasks 
are no longer confined to the traditional functions of merely 
teaching and examining. While they are assuming new functions 
the older ones are increasing in range* depth and complexity. 3 

We have .to keep pace with this change if we are not to be left 
out of the race. 

The Universities are facing many critical problems today, 
the foremost among them being the large number of students 
seeking admissions to institutions of higher learning. The studeni 
enrolment has risen from 1. 74 lakhs in 1950-51 to more than 
28 lakhs in 1980-81 — an increase of approximately sixteen time 
in 30 years. Is this fact any consolation to all of us? With 
quantitative expansion quality has suffered and to that extent 
higher education has become counter-productive. The craze for 
higher education is partly due to the fact that a degree is still 
a valid passport for employment though it has been devalued man: 
times. The criminal wastage of our slender resources caused bj 
the high percentage of failures is something which we should avoi 
at all costs. This can be achieved by selective admissions— 
based strictly on merit ami ability to derive benefit from advanfce 
studies. Those who do not have it in them to benefit from 
higher education should be diverted to the vocational stream at 
the plus two stage itself. But before doing that we must create 
the necessary infrastructure facilities for vocational education. 



Another burning problem facing some of our Universities 
is the problem of reservations. Whilst commenting on this issue 
soon after the Gujarat agitation the Prime-Minister had occasion 
to remark somewhat on the following lines: 

We opted for reservations to correct a great historical 
injustice. The spirit of this provision is to bring about equality. 

It was envisaged as a transitional measure and not as a permanent 
measure. It has been extended from time to time to help those 
who need help. It was never the purpose to create a situation 
whereby those with high merit would be discriminated against. 

Since as a nation we need equality as well as quality, we have 
to adopt some kind of reconciliation between the claims of quality 
and equality. This is a challenge which the country must face 
with wisdom, sagacity and understanding. 

In this context it is pertinent to quote Dr. S. Radhakrishnan 
from his commentary on the Bhagavad Gita which says : 

"It is not a question of identical opportunities for all men 
to rise to the highest station in social life, for men differ in their 
powers, but a question of giving equal opportunities for "all so that 
they may bring their respective gifts to fruition. Each one should 
have the opportunity of achieving his human fullness, the fruits of 
wisdom and virtue, according to his efforts and conditions. It 
makes little difference whether we dig the earth or do business 
or govern a state or meditate in a cell." 

"Society is a functional organisation and all functions 
which are essential for the health of society are to be regarded 
as socially equal. Individuals of varying capacities are bound 
together in a living organic social system. Democracy is not an 
attempt at uniformity which is impossible but at an integrated 
variety. All men are equally necessary for society, and their 
contributions from their different stations are of equal value".

Higher enrolment and the rising cost of university 
education has a serious impact on the University finances and 
in turn on the quality of education. The gap between resources 
and the needs is ever increasing. The income of the Universities 
from their own resources has considerably declined over the 
years while the ever-increasing cost of higher education has 
forced the Universities to rely more and more on public finances. 
This is bound to place severe constraints on their autonomy and 
academic freedom which is not in the best interest of higher 
education. I have no doubt in my mind that the State hag a very 
special responsibility in financing university education. Universities 
can only be run efficiently if they are not starved of finances 
and vital resources. Who else but the State can provide 
resources of the order required by our Universities? Benevolent 
administrations are conscious of this responsibility. There is 
also the tendency amongst Governments to call the tune in direct 
violation of the autonomy of the Universities. This is an unfortu¬ 
nate development which must be remedied at ail costs if education 
and its benefits are not regimented or stifled. You are in the 
best position to consider this vital question and come forward 
with suggestions which will ensure for our Universities adequate 
resources and an atmosphere devoid of any form of constraints 
or shackles. 

Our present day education system encourages the students 
to cram a few books or selected portions of books so as to 
obtain a degree. Teaching is done mainly in the form of 
lecturing and that too within the limits of the prescribed syllabi. 
This* however, does not encourage self-study, arouse the student’s 
curiosity to look beyond the text-books, broaden iiis horizon 
or stimulate his intellectual faculties. It appears to me that 
teachers themselves have lost the excitement of a searching^ 
mind and therefore fail to inspire students. As Rabindranath 
Tagore once said, ,! A teacher can never truly teach unless he 
is still learning himself." A lamp can never light another 
lamp unless it continues to burn its own flame. The teacher 
who has come to the end of his subject, who has no living 
traffic with his knowledge but merely repeats his lesson to his 
students can only lead their minds ; he cannot quicken them. 

"Truth not only must inform but mud inspire. If the Inspiration 
dies out and the information only accumulates, then truth loses 
Its infinity." The type of teaching, practised by many teachers, 



which leaves no scope for creativity is no teaching as it is 
totally inadequate to meet the challenges of the times and 
changing dimensions of modern knowledge. How to inspire 
the teachers to pursue the path of learning and scholarship 
with dedication and missionary zeal, how to inspire them to 
take to teaching in a spirit of service and sacrifice and how 
students* own initiative to learn could be fostered — these 
are all matters which should be your immediate as also 
constant concern. 

We bemoan that the academic atmosphere in our seats 
of higher learning is marred very often by student uprest* 
violence and other undesirable incidents. Personally I feel that 
there is basically nothing wrong with our students. The Gita 
enjoins upon us : "Whatsoever a great man does* the same 
is done by others as well. Whatever standard he sets* the 
world follows." Commenting on this Dr. Radhakrishnan says : 
"Common people imitate the standards set by the elect. 

Democracy has become confused with disbelief in great men. The 
Gita points out that the great men are the pathmakers who blaze 
the trail that other men follow. The light generally comes 
tnrough individuals who are in advance of society. They see 
the light shining on the mountain heights while their fellows 
sleep in the valley below. They are, in the words of Jesus, 
the "salt," the "leaven," the "light" of human communities. 

When they proclaim the splendour of that light, a few recognize 
it and slowly the many are persuaded to follow them." Oum 
salvation lies in the teachers setting the pace, the example by 
being models of devotion to work, their responsibilities and above 
all in the conduct of matters effecting education and educational 
ethics. I do hope with these words I have driven home the mess¬ 
age through honouring which we can make our Universities seats 
of serenity, knowledge and character. 

If at all, the students are victims of the evils inherent 
in our educational system especially the inability of our institutions 
to set the right example and to keep students fully and what 
is more important, usefully occupied. The disturbing feature 
of the campus life today is that less and less time is spent 
on academic work. In many Universities the actual number of 
working days in a year is far less than even the stipulated 
l8o which itself, in my opinion, is on the lower side. As 
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the dictum goes "An empty mind is a devil's workshop". With 
nothing purposeful to engage in, we cannot blame the students 
if they fall an easy prey to the machinations of interested 
parties and become indisciplined and violent. It is» therefore, 
necessary that the students 1 energies are channelled into 
meaningful and challenging pursuits. This can be achieved 
through intensification of both curricular and co-curricular 
activities. There are ample examples within and outside the 
country of institutions which have achieved results through 
intensification of work. They subscribe to the dictum 'work is 
worship 1 . 

Our students must be guided to use their knowledge 
and skills to solve various problems being faced by the 
community around. They can devise methods for improving 
their functional efficiency and develop in them a rational attitude 
and, above all, creative urges in them* In this way the 
idealism, energy and dynamism of students could be effectively 
used for constructive purposes which will benefit the society. 

Universities have an obligation to society as torch- 
bearers of social progress and change. The knowledge they 
impart must have relevance to the great problem of leading 
a purposeful life in a rapidly changing world. The success 
of any University should be gauged by its ability to give a new 
direction to the thought and action of the young and its ability 
to shape the higher intelligence of the nation and prepare it 
for the rrajor tasks ahead. Unless education becomes 
functional and develops a problem solving character it will not 
in anyway help to improve the quality of life of our people. 

One of the problems causing grave concern to all 
those who are interested in maintaining peace on the campus 
and unhampered pursuit of the aims of higher education is the 
role of the students' unions. The present system of elections 
to the Unions has led to an unhealthy and rapid politicisation 
of the student community. Its impact is felt on the functioning 
of University administration and more so on its academic life. 
This is not a desirable feature. It is the responsibility of the 
leadership in all walks of life including the political leadership 
to ensure that the University environment is not disturbed. I 
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am not advocating that we should do away with Students* 

Unions altogether. Avenues for ventilating grievances and for 
participation must be kept open to the students. What is, 
however, required is a qualitative change in the system of 
representation. It is my considered view that representation 
on Students* Unions/Councils should be based on merit and merit 
alone — merit in academics, co-curricular and extra-curricular 
activities* social work, sports* etc. I have advocated this aspect 
in my discussions with the Vice-Chancellors whom I have had the 
privilege to work with including the Chairman of the University 
Grants Commission. I do hope that your Association will give 
due thought to this important factor which affects the academic 
atmosphere of Universities. 

Universities are nurseries of not only learning, 
knowledge and broadening of the frontiers of the knowledge 
but more importantly, temples of character building and 
through that process of nurturing leadership. If our Institutions 
of higher learning instil in our young men and women character, 
value systems and democratic discipline we will have the right 
kind of leadership enveloping every sphere of human activity. 

Only in the hands of such people will the future of our country 
be safe. 


We should not forget the fact that Universities exist for 
the students. Their education on right lines is a sacred trust. 

It is an obligation to the nation. Any segment of the University 
community which hampers or disrupts the functioning of the 
University for whatever reason is doing a great disservice to the 
nation and is betraying this sacred trust. I am convinced that 
every problem lends itself to a solution. Pressure used to 
settle issues, inevitably leave behind a trail of bitterness. Issue 
solved in an healthy environment of mutual trust and confidence 
ensure lasting goodwill. We should strive to achieve such a 
state in our seats of higher learning. I appeal to all concerned 
to ensure peace and harmony at all times irrespective of 
provocations and inconveniences, if any. We must evolve, if 
necessary, a code to which each one will subscribe as a matter 
of honour and faith. Thus and only thus can we ensure the 
serene atmosphere which temples of learning must possess at 
all times. 
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Often it is asked whether it is good to have uniformity 
in the courses of studies and modes of teaching in different 
Universities. While this may not be necessary and each Universit 
should maintain its own individuality, it is absolutely essential 
that the present wide disparity in the standards of students, 
successfully emerging from the portals of different Universities 
in the country is minimised. This to my mind is a fit subject 
for your deliberations and if necessary national debate. The 
greatest need of the hour is to appreciate the difference between 
literacy — the birth right of every citizen — and education 
— a selective field. 

Ido not have any claim to be an academician or an 
educationist. However, I arr prompted to make the above 
comments as a layman from what little experience I have gained 
by observing the working of Universities in Maharashtra in my 
capacity is their Chancellor. I do hope that you, the experts 
in the field, will deliberate on these and other problems being 
faced by higher education. I am sure, your deliberations will 
result in meaningful and constructive suggestions which will be 
given due consideration by those wno have to take the ultimate 
decisions — the pace setters and our policy makers. 

I have great pleasure in inaugurating your 57th Annual 
Meeting and wishing it unqualified success.

Mr. Chancellor, r. President, the Office-bearers of the AIU, 
Dr. Madhuri Shah, Chairman of the UGC, Distinguished 
Vice-Chancellors of the Universities and Heads of deemed 
Universities. 


I Indeed consider it to be a great privilege to have 
been invited to address this distinguished gathering which 
is taking place in the University of Bombay after four decades 
or so. The Association of Indian Universities has a unique 
place in the community of universities where the different systems 
and different points of views are exchanged in a comron forum 
in a spirit of give and take for the promotion of national system 
of university education. The multifarious aims of the AIU have 
been aptly surmised by the Chancellor and Speakers before me. 

As you are all aware I have recently taken over as the Minister 
for Education of the State and I am still testing the pulse of 
the educational world in Maharashtra. Not that I am not 
aware of the problems of education* more so of higher education* 
as in the capacity of a Professor in an affiliated college* I have 
been in close contact with the teachers* managements* students 
and University authorities. I am particularly happy to have this 
Conference in the city of Bombay and particularly because it is 
hosted by the University of Bombay because the University of 
Bombay is celebrating its Post-Centennial Silver Jubilee Year. 



In the last 125 years* I arr particularly pround of this Univer¬ 
sity as there were hardly any occasion when this University 
was required to be closed down. Further the contribution of 
this University to the enrichrrent of cultural, political, 
educational life of this courtry is an outstanding contribution. 

This University was started as the second University in India 
and has been younger only by few rronths to that of University 
of Calcutta. 

It is indeed difficult to highlight several problems or 
in another way the several challenges that the higher education 
IjS required to face today. There, is a campus indiscipline* 
there is a problem of overcrowding of Universities in metropolitan 
area and of scarcity in rural area, there is problem of getting 
qualified teachers in the interior and of the absorption of teachers 
in the urbfrn area. I would only like to say that as far as the 
Government is concerned, the Government has progressively 
supported education by providing higher and higher finances. It 
is not easy to fill the gap between the rising requirements and 
the rising demands in resources. Even in last two decades, the 
enrolment in the Universities has risen by five times. Universities 
by 2.3 times and lie total direct expenditure on higher education 
has increased by more than six times. In 1960-61 the Central 
Government and the State Government taken together spent 239 
crores of rupees on education, which constituted one per cent 
of the gross national product. In 1970-71, 2532 crores of rupees 
have been expended accounting for 2.4% of the GNP.. In 1979-^0 
3,139 crores have been spent with 3.3% of the GNP. In 
Maharashtra alone the educational budget has gone up from 150 
crores in 197^79 to 406 crores in 19£0-£l, of which the 
higher education claims about £0 crores. The benefit of higher 
education goes to the top people and only three lakhs of students 
get the benefit. If people engaged in this field go on demanding 
more and more, the proportionate percentage of money that 
one is required to spend on the primary and the secondary edu¬ 
cation which is constitutionally committed expenditure of the 
State. Government could go on diminishing. While imparting higher 
education is discretionary duty, promotion of primary education 
is an obligatory duty. It ls» therefore, necessary that all of 
us must consider our demands in the larger perspective. It is 
also necessary that we must put our ideals first and ask what we 
can give to the community rather than what we can get from it. 



In Maharashtra* the great strides In education could be achieved 
only because the first generation of the people who got education 
became teachers — Lokmanya Tilak, Agarkar, Dr. Ambedkar and 
host of others form the societies and without depending on the 
Government lit the lamp of learning and spread education and 
its sweetness far and wide. And therefore* working in a 
University and working in a college has a different connotation 
and cannot be equated with an industrial or commercial organi¬ 
sation. I would very much like if your Association can 
deliberate upon the optimisation of higher education on one side 
and reconciling its size with the socio-economic objectives of 
our community. 

On behalf of myself and on behalf of the Government 
of Maharashtra, I give my greetings and good wishes to you 
all and wish the Conference fruitful deliberations as well as 
an enjoyable stay in the capital of Maharashtra.

Mr. Chancellor. Mrs. Patll, Minister for Education. 
President Marwaha. Vice-Chancellor Ram Joshl. Dr. Amrlk Singh 
distinguished Vice-Chancellors. Invited guests, ladles and 
gentlemen: 

First of all. let me thank the Association and Professor 
Ram Joshl In particular for Inviting me to the meeting of the 
Association of Indian Universities. It Is with a feeling of nos¬ 
talgia that I come to my alma mater and to this convocation 
hall where I received my degree. It Is a matter of deep satis¬ 
faction to me that the Education Minister of Maharashtra has 
great rapport with this university. 

Every morning when I opened the morning papers In 
Delhi since I took over as Chairman of the U.G.C. I found that 
some university or the other had closed down and students and 
karmcharts had threatened to go on strike or there was a demand 
for postponement of the examination. All these problems need 
to be examined by this august body. 

Vice-Chancellors face a very Important problem and 
that is to ensure the autonomy of the university that they head. 

As a Vice-Chancellor and as the Chairman of the University 
Grants Commission. I for one feel that unless the autonomy of 
the university Is really strengthened It would be very difficult 
for file universities to function as Institutions and temples of 
higher learning which we need for the developmeot of the country, 
Ihe trouble with us Is that the Vice-Chancellor needs to be 



strengthened as well. The revision of the acts, the distribution 
of powers and functions, representation on different bodies of 
the universities etc., need to be looked into so that we may be 
able to find effective functioning of the universities as well as 
a more congenial atmosphere conducive to higher learning. 

One of the Principals of colleges in Delhi wrote to 
me a very significant letter (I would like to tell you that she 
must be a good student of mathematics and statistics) that it 
was less than 30 days a year that the college worked. If this 
is the work ethos which we find in the universities, what is 
it that we could do in the Association and what would you 
expect the UGC to do to create an atmosphere and an envir¬ 
onment conducive to higher education and research. 

There is talk about limitation of resources. There 
is a great paradox about beautiful buildings lying unused and 
still we are continuing to build new ones and making proposals 
for still more buildings. I think the time has come when we 
need to try for greater academic excellence and spend our 
money more usefully. I would like to draw the attention of 
the Minister for Education here that though the State of 
Maharashtra has spent three times on education as compared 
to a few years ago, would you please examine how much 
money has gone to universities ? r * There is the problem of 
overdraft that all universities have taken as most of them 
are in the red. It is high time that the Vice-Chancellors of 
universities have some peace of mind about the financial needs 
of their universities. 

The expansion of education is not the same thing as 
the quality of education. Tremendous expansion at the rate 
of 14% per annum on an average took place during the last 
few decades. I am very happy to say that this expansion is 
now contained at 5% per annum. I hope the trend continues. 

But at the same time the demand for education cannot be 
spurned. Ways and means of non-formal education, utilisation 
of the facilities during vacations and during the evening/ early 
morning may be found. 



The restructuring of courses is an other Important 
matter. Universities were asked to make certain proposals 
in this behalf. I am sorry to say that very few universities 
have come up with proposals in respect of restructuring and 
updating of courses* especially in the thrust areas. I think 
it is high time that we think of making decisions at the 
university level which are based on academic considerations. 
The AIU has a tremendous task before it in order to be able 
to come up with recommendations and suggestions which would 
give prestige and glory to the universities and meaning and 
purpose to their programmes. 


Collaboration between the State Governments and 
the universities is there but it is not working satisfactorily. 

I find that in spite of a number of posts sanctioned in the 
various Plans the State Governments have not been able to 
take them as committed expenditure. Look at the auditorium 
of a college or a science block. The maintenance is poor 
because money for maintenance comes from the State Government. 
I am sorry to say that even in the planning of our music 
department we are unmusical. But we must plan and plan 
properly in consonance with the objective we have in the 
mind! and the future needs. Maintenance should also be a part 
of our planning. 

One thing which has been disturbing me is about 
representation of students. We should do something to de¬ 
pot iticise the campus. It is surprising that we find students 
spending lakhs of rupees in students Sections. Every campus 
is defaced during the elections. Can we not think of a better 
way of the representation of students? There should be 
guidelines which are academically sound. The AIU should 
consider suggestions which should give students a useful and 
positive role to play. At what level and how is this to be 
done are matters that require to be worked out. 

Then there is the question of selection of teachers in 
the universities. There is so. much of inbreeding in the 
form of belonging to a political party* a particular caste or 
region and other unacademic considerations that one finds 
it hard to believe it. As you travel from the North to the 
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South you can see all this happening. 1 would support a 
programme by which the UGC should pay expenditure for sending 
a teacher from <he North to the South and vice-versa so that 
there is some freshness about our staffing and enrichment in 
academic life. How many of us are taking advantage of such 
facilities? I would urge my friends* Vice-Chancellors and 
the Association* to give thought to this problem and to have 
the courage of their conviction. Let them place before the 
Commission and the Governments proposals for giving great 
academic excellence* developing new areas and delinking 
degrees from jobs so that young people do not waste their 
time. 


I have participated in the deliberations of this 
Association for many years as a Vice-Chancellor. I wish 
the deliberations every success and appreciate the efforts 
to raise academic excellence as well as look to the health 
of the universities. The Vice-Chancellors' capability to be 
able to administer the universities should also be strengthened. 
Let me apologise for this plain speaking but I know I am in 
the midst of friends and unless I share some of the things 
which disturb me I would not be restful. 

Disparity in standards is really shocking. Take for 
instance the question of examinations. We must have them. 

If we dot not have examinations* then flndout other ways of 
evaluation so that we can maintain standards. The Association 
will have to take very strong steps where-by the Infrastructure 
of universities is strengthened so that we may be able to face 
boldly and squarely not only the student bodies but also the 
people at large. 

I am sure you will enjoy Bombay because coming 
from Delhi's shivering cold It offers a great relief. Bombay 
Is restful. I look forward to the resolutions 'arid deliberations 
df tihis Association sincerely and honestly and hope that the 
discussions here would give me and the UGC some directions 
in which the Vice-Chancellors want the UGC to make a 
contribution. 



PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS

Ron’ble Chancellor, Hon'ble Minister for Education, 
Chairiran, University Grants Commission, distinguished 
colleagues* other members of the academic fraternity, 
ladies and Gentlemen; 


1. I am deeply conscious of the honour and the opportunity 

given to me as the outgoing President of this august body to 
share my thoughts with such a distinguished gathering of 
educationalists and intellectuals. These thoughts inevitably 
relate to the current state of higher education in the country. 


The Situation: 

2.1 There has been a serious allround erosion of values 
and disciplined conduct in all walks: of life; the resulting 
decline in commitment and standards has been steep. This 
is as much if not more* true of the educational scene* as of 
other sectors of social and economic endeavour. Not one 
section of the University system, l.e., the students or the 
teachers or the Karamcharis or the administration has remained 
untouched by this decline. 

There is therefore no gainsaying the fact that the 
educational scene in general and that of higher education in 
particular is in a state of flux. The problem has been discussed 
ad infinitum ever since Independence* with frequent references 



to tne glorious ancient traditions of our country and to the nobillt 
of the teaching vocation now really a profession. But the 
deteriorating trend in standards* in values* in ethics* snows 
no sign of halting. 

2.2 In the background is a situation of ever increasing 
expectations of all employees* including teachers* as also 
of students. Particularly impracticable and therefore dangerous 
is the expectation that every educated person should be guaranteed 
employment by the State. Howsoever desirable, this expectation 
can be met only if the expansion of education does not outpace the 
rate of employment generation. This however is only a mirage* 
faced as we are* with the problem of paucity of funds and 
increasing population. 

As it happens* there is no effective control on the expan¬ 
sion of higher education. Year after year, a growing number 
of students coming out from secondary schools is knocking at the 
doors of higher education and, the political system being what 
it is* cannot but succumb to these pressures. The obvious result 
is that a large population of students who are clearly not capable 
of benefitting from higher education, find entry into collegesaand 
universities. In fact such students form the majority in most 
colleges. And what happens in these colleges? Starved of 
adequate facilities by way of competent teachers and adequate 
laboratories and buildings* even libraries, and incapable of 
increasing fees to generate funds to provide these essential 
facilities* most colleges resort to massive admissions — 
inevitably leading to an uncontrolled situation of Lndiscipline and 
even hooliganism. 

A class-size of 150-200 in Arts colleges is not uu- 
common, and as lecture rooms are designed to accommodate 
only half the numbers* teachers are happy if half the students 
do not turn up in their classes. Better attendance would in 
fact create problems of overcrowding. As a result, an average 
run-of-the-mill-college-student does not attend more than 10 
lectures in a week and the number of teaching weeks in a year 
Is 20-30. There is no wonder, therefore, that the general 
academic standards have fallen so low that half the commerce 
graduates cannot do simple sums or write a grammatically correct 
sentence. 
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The Need for Introspection i 


3.1 The university system cannot but reflect the strengths 

and weaknesses of the society as a whole. ' Politicalization* 

n its worst form therefore cannot be kept away from the 
educational scene.. Whatever be our wish, actual environment 
in the universities is, generally speaking, antagonistic to the 
maintenance of high norms and standards. This downward slide 
can be checked only by a wide-spread resistance by all cons¬ 
tituents of the system. This however is easier said than done. 

There is no denying the fact that populism and politics 
hold sway in the educational scene as elsewhere, and merely 
expressing the pious wish that this were not so does not take 
us far. The situation is a fact of life and cannot merely be 
wished away. What can we do to stem the tide in such an 
environment ? 

3.2 The first need as I feel it, is for us to put our own 
house in order. We often complain that politicians interfere 
with the decision-making process in universities; but don't we 
ourselves as prospective teachers or even prospective Vice- 
Chancellors, contrive and maneuver to get into these positions. 
And, once we accept outside assistance for our own personal gain 
it is but natural that the benefactors should expect a quid pro 
quid . The very foundation of independent action and objective 
decision-making thereby gets weakened and corroded. And a rot 
like this one, once started, cannot be halted. This is the main 
tragedy of the situation. 


It is easy to say this much and point out the weak¬ 
nesses. What should be done to remedy them is a different 
question altogether. In the present situation of soaring 
unemployment, the lead in this matter can come from only 
those who are in a position of authority and therefore in a 
position to bring pressure, due or undue, to bear in the 
matter of making admissions and selections etc. It is only 
if they can resist the tendency ib interfere where they should 
not but are being pressed to do, that the situation has a chance 
of retrieval. 
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3.3 Then again do we, who are in positions of authority 
in educational institutions, truly strive to see that the system 
works efficiently and justly ? Even a little introspection will 
show that we do not. Teachers as a group are notoriously allergic 
to even peer control. On the other hand, no system can work 
efficiently unless the constituent parties accept accountability 
for their actions and activities. 

While the best accountability is one’s own conscience* in 
the imperfect world in which we live, accountability to others 
is an important constituent of monitoring and control. As men¬ 
tioned earlier, however, such accountability is resented by the 
teaching community, fn the name of academic autonomy. It is 
forgotten that this autonomy is in the context of academic thought 
and academic decisions, and does not mean unbridled freedom 
in administrative and financial matters. Nor does this do away 
with the need for accountability. 

In particular, in a poor country like ours where money 
resources are scarce, it is most important to have^ a high degree 
of financial discipline. How much effort do we make in this 
direction? 

Teaching and Management Competency: 

4.1 This brings me to another point, that relating to 
competency : competency in teaching as also competency in 
academic administration. The basic function of a teacher, 
whether in a university or in a school is to teach i.e., to pass 
on knowledge and help inculcate values. A teacher in either 
situation needs familiarity, if not mastery, over the teaching 
process. It has never been clear to me as to why, while 
specified teaching qualifications, like B. Ed. are required in the 
case of school teachers, there is no reference at all to this 
important requirement in the case of college and university 
teachers. 

And what is the rationale behind requiring all college 
and university teachers to have research qualifications ? It 
cannot be disputed that research knowledge and competency is 
a necessity for a post-graduate teacher; but this does not hold 
good for under-graduate teaching where the students are 


(xxix) 



academically (and even otherwise) a somewhat immature lot 
and where, therefore* In addition to subject competency, pedagogic 
competency is of equal importance. 

My suggestion in this context would be that special 
training courses should be organised for college and university 
teachers* and that this training should be compulsory for all 
young teachers before they are selected or at least before they 
are confirmed. This is all the more necessary in the context of 
our current efforts in respect of examination reforms. 

It may be argued that this requirement might inhibit 
research competency and standards. My feeling however is 
that, with adequate pedagogic competence, a gpod researcher 
will become more effective in the teaching-learning situation. 

4.2 The other aspect that needs to be considered here relates 
to the present-day problems of administration in the educational 
system. Like all other activity, the educational activity has also 
become a complex affair* Effective management in such a 
situation requires much more than mere academic knowledge and 
experience: particularly, familiarity with establishment and 
financial rules (— particularly those relating to disciplinary 
action 1 . ); as also competency in'resource management in general 
and management of human relations in particular. Competencies in 
these areas can develop on their own — but not often, or only 
through teaching experience. 

In a situation where heads of departments and of other 
activity-areas are selected on the basis of seniority (i.e., length 
of experience in teaching), these management aspects tend to get 
neglected. This is not to say that a senior teacher cannot be 
a competent administrator; what cannot be denied is that every 
senior teacher is not a competent and good administrator. There 
is need therefore for an element of selection to be introduced 
in making appointments to administrative assignments. And 
management competeopy in relevant areas including in some 
situations* competency in research management should be an 
important consideration in this selection procedure. A s a 
corrolary, there appears to be a need for regular education 
and training programmes in 'college and university administration' 
which should be undergone by all teachers; and Qualifications of 




this type should be essential for posts of registrars and deputy 
registrars* etc. 

4.3 Here I might also refer, in passing to the.vexing 
question of whether the headship of the departments should be 
permanent or rotating. The problem assumes importance only 
because of the large discretionary powers often vested in the 
departmental head; and more often than not, the scene is one 
of confrontation. The situation would perhaps become easier 
if the management functions and powers were widely delegated 
and distributed amongst other teachers, and if the decision 
making process is made more democratic by involving larger 
groups. Subject, however, to the head retaining the discretion 
to differ from even the majority view, if he can defend his 
case and justify the difference. 

An attractive idea would be to move away from the 
'departmental 1 structure, and into a 'separate group' concept. 
Special expertise — or subject-groups, consisting of at least 
4-5 teachers each, could function an semi-autonomous entities 
with their own budgets. Secretariat and other services could 
be pooled or centralised. If this be done, the role of the 
departmental head would become mainly that of co-ordinating 
the work of different groups involved in different teaching 
and research programmes in hand. 


Financial Viability: 

5.1 A major bottleneck in the effective functioning 
of the higher educational system is the financial-resource 
constraint. In this discussion I would exclude the professional 
Institutes serving the agricultural, medical, and engineering 
sectors of the economy, as their problems are of a different 
nature and magnitude. 

The maintenance grants of general-purpose universities, 
except a few lucky ones, have lagged far behind actual needs 
resulting from large influx of numbers and the high overall rate 
of inflation. The inevitable result is that most universities 
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find their selves In a position where they are unable to carry 
out even a reasonable maintenance job on the existing Infra¬ 
structure* particularly buildings* furniture and equipment. 

And* In such a situation, there is just no question of expanding 
these facilities to meet ever-growing needs* or of improving 
the {acilities. 

Practically every university therefore ends every year 
with a heavy deficit* and is left with no alternative but to go 
knocking at the financial doors of the state gpvernment with 
a begging bowl. The impact on university autonomy cannot 
but be disastrous. 

Colleges are started without planning and sometimes 
without needs* often to satisfy the personal egos of potential 
benefactors or of politicians and ministers* or because of the 
pressure from some important group, or other. Once these 
colleges have been started, they draw scarce development funds 
away from existing colleges and universities, with disastrous 
results. 


5.2 In my humble view, the greatest importance needs to 
be paid to improving the financial viability of universities. Of 

the options available* increasing ,the fees is the most obvious and 
in my view, the best one. Rates of college fees have generally 
remained at the level they were 30-40 years ago, or even earlier. 
The result is that the usual college-fees are today lower, often 
by a factor of l/3rd or l/4th, compared to fees charged in good 
secondary schools. This is neither necessary nor fair. Hlgaer 
Education is one of the most subsidised sectors of activity 
(or commodity, if we may use the word) in India today. And 
who benefits from this subsidy? Not so much the poor sections 
of the society but mainly such' sectors as are capable of paying 
the full Market* cost. Most college students spend 100-200 
rupees a month as f pocket money*, such students can surely afford 
to pay the real cost for something as valuable as Higher 
education. 

5.3 My own feeling is that the monthly-fee in Arts classes 
could well be increased to Rs: 75/- and in Science classes to 
Rg, 125/-. In medical and engineering colleges* the level could 
well be Rs; 200/-. Similarly, hostel-seat fees could be Rs: 5C/- 
per month in 2 or 3 seated rooms* Rs: 20 higher in single-seated 
rooms* and Rs: 20 lower in larger dormitories. 
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The burden on the weaker and the middle classes of 
the society could be lightened by awarding full freeships to a 
larger member* say 20% of the student body and ha If-freeships 
to another 20%, on some type of merit-cum-means, basis. An 
additional specially-deserving 10% could be given additional 
assistance by way of scholarship, etc. 

Such increases, in my view, are not only reasonable 
btft also feasible; what is needed is the political will to fake 
a hard but necessary decision. There are. In fact, no soft 
options. Some buses and trains would be burnt and furniture 
smashed but even that would be worthwhile, if the objective 
of making the colleges and universities financially viable could 
be achieved. After all, higher education would really be worth 
acquiring only if its standards are high; and people are generally 
prepared to pay for quality in other services. 

5.4 I have also the feeling that the step would be generally 
acceptable if there is enough preparatory debate on the issue, 
and enough homework is done, particularly in identifying such 
students who might really be hurt by the suggested fee-hike, 
and advance structuring of the freeship and scholarship 
schemes to protect them. 

An incidental advantage may well be that the casual 
type of fctudent who joinfe college simply because he does not know 
what to do with his time would drop out; and the students who 
are paying more for the privilege of attending university, would 
generally be more serious and motivated in pursuing their 
studies. They would also bring to bear on the system a highly 
desirkble pressure for better standards of teaching. 

5.5 After considerable discussions last year at Hyderabad, 
several useful recommendations were made in the pursuit of 
financial viability for Universities, as below: 

"(l) The absence of a planning mechanism in most 
states makes things especially difficult. It is necessary 
that a planning mechanism be created and on it should 
be represented all the various Interests concerned, viz. 
universities, departments of education, planning and 
finance. 1 ' 
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"(ii) The grant pattern should be reviewed every five 
years. The basis for that revision should be more 
favourable to (such) universities which have yet to 
develop then (those) which are already well established." 

"(itl) It is important to tax industry and business houses 
in the interest of higher education. They receive trained 
manpower from the universities and it is but reasonable 
to expect them to make some partial contribution to the 
system. In particular, the industrial sector has a 
special responsibility towards trie development and 
well being of technical education." 

lf (lv) At the moment industry gets substantial tax relief 
for supporting R & D programme including that in 
universities; On similar lines, tax relief should be made 
available for their support to the system of higner 
education." 

These recommendations need to be pursued with vigour 
because it is only on the basis of financial viability that the 
education system can try to recover the academic autonomy 
that it has gradually lost over the years. 

Peace on the Campus: 

6.1 The position in this regard has been steadily deteriorating 
ever since the late fifties and the nadir has not yet been reached. 
The problem has in fact assumed frightening proportions. In 
a recent police encounter with a gang of youthful dacoits in Bihar 
three dacoits were killed, and one was injured and captured. All 
were identified as college students, coming from respectable 
families. Practically every surprise check on students xhostels 
leads to the discovery of caches of arms. In every other inter- 
student clash, lethal implements are used. This is surely as 
serious a law and-order problem as there can be, and should be 
dealt with as such. Such college and university hostels as have 
developed these traditions need to be subjected to periodic surprise 
searches as a matter of routine. There is no justification for 
extending to them the sentiment-based courtesies tradltionaly 
accorded to academic campuses. 
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In fact, In view of what I am going to refer to shortly, 
there Is a case for police chowkls and thanas to be established 
within certain academic campuses. 

6.2 A very worrying recent development on educational 
campuses has been the Increasing violence in general and 
attacks on the person of the Vice-Chancellor In particular. 

The tragic assassination of our colleague, Dr S. C. Banwar 
of NEHU at Shillong a few months ago is fresh in our minds. 

Public memory is notoriously short ; it is well to recall that 
another Vice-Chancellor Dr. Gopal Sen was assassinated inside 
the Jadavpur University Campus in 1970. Only last month, 
there was a physical assault on the Kerala Vice-Chancellor, 

Dr. A.V. Varughese. No Vice-Chancellor — infact, nobody 
can be expected to carry out his work normally under a situation 
of threat of physical violence An array of remedies can be 
suggested, some of the hoemeopathic variety — sweet and 
harmonious, other ayurvedic, deriving inspiration from our 
traditions and culture and still others of the modern/allopathic 
variety, designed to eliminate the cause. The situation however 
is serious enough to call for surgical treatment. 

If the Yery person of the head of an academic institution, 
like a Vice-Chancellor, is no longer safe or sacrosanct the system 
is surely suffering from a cancerous growth. If disciplined conduct 
cannot be sustained on a voluntary basis, there is no option but 
to impose it with some degree of firmness * Under the current 
environmental situation I can see, as I have already mentioned, 
no alternative to getting police located within the campus and 
placing it under the control of university administrators, some 
of whom should be vested with magisterial powers. 

The security staff of the university itself has generally' 
proved ineffective in internal law-and-order problems because 
of their long personal association with the systems-constituents. 
Posting of police contingent has the advantage that its members, 
being transferable, would change from time to time and thereby 
not develop local roots and other weaknesses. 

There can be several views on this issue but the 
problem is not only important but also urgent; and there is 
need for it to be discussed at the highest political levels in 
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the country so that the vice-chancellors are assured of 
reasonable personal security. 

The Vice-Chancellor’s Dilemma •* 

7. Personal security is not the only problerr faced by the 

Vice-chancellor today. His dilemma is much wider, and here 
I quote from a document recently prepared by the Association 
office for an intervention-case in the Supreme Court; 

"The university system today is seriously discredited: 
Several factors go to compound the situation. There 
are too many students; there are too many ill-trained and 
inefficient teachers* there are financial difficulties wuich 
cannot be solved.... buildings, libraries* laboratories, 
etc* are usually poor and neglected. Political parties 
also play their role and create factions among students to 
correspond to their respective ideologies. 

"All these difficulties are there but, instead of coping 
with them, most. .. . governments in the country have 
been aggravating them by undermining the standing and 
authority of the vice-chancellor as if this. .. .would 
take care of every problem with which a university is 
confronted. The vice-chancellor is not only the executive 
and academic head of the university; he is also the 
symbol of the university. By subjecting him to political 
pressure when he has to grapple with (this multitude of) 
-problems, by withholding administrative support to him 
when he most needs it and, above all, by (removing 
or) suspending him when he chooses to act independently, 
the various governments have brought about a situation 
in which the authority of the vice-chancellor has been 
seriously compromised. 

"In every university Act, appropriate checks and 
balances are provided. The executive power is 
usually vested in the Executive Council or the 
Syndicate The academic power is usually vested 
in the Faculties and the Academic Council. Quite 
often matters go before two or three different 
university bodies before action is oixcan be taken 
on them There is hardly an action taken unless 
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it has been approved by the relevart university 
bodies. To blame the vice-chancellor for not being 
innovative or dynamic. . .would be quite in order. 

But to blame him for an action which has been.... 
proposed or endorsed by a university body is 
neither fair nor legally valid. And yet this is 
what (usually) happens 

"In most such cases a vice-chancellor is made to 
leave (on the ground that) there have been acts of 
omission and commission. Nobody else (in the 
decision-making group) is held responsible... (only 
the vice-chancellor alone). To the extent that he 
should be answerable for the health and vitality of 
the university, no one can object. However to take 
him to task for decisions taken in university bodies 
amounts to making one individual alone responsible 
for what was, without question, a collective decision". 


What is the way out of this dilemma, is the 64,000 
dollar question, and the answer cannot be a simple one. I 
have no doubt however that, in addition to meeting chancellors 
etc. wherever it can and using other available opportunities* 
the Association of Indian Universities must start actively 
intervening, at least at the Supreme Court level, in sucn cases 
where issues of principle are involved. 

Teacher Salaries : 

8. May I now refer to the issue of the pay-scale of 

teachers Over the years* since Independence* salaries of 
teachers had fallen considerably behind the compensation-rates 
in the rest of the community but some parity was brought 
back in 1973 with the introduction of the UGC pay-scales. Since 
then however more than nine years have passed* and teacher’s 
salaries have again fallen way behind other sectors. The 
resulting problem is two-fold: it is becoming more and more 
difficult to get good teachers and retain them in the educational 
system, particularly in the professional and management 
disciplines. Also, discontentment has started building in the 
teaching community oyer this basic and genuine grievance. The 
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effect on educational standards cannot but be a damaging one. 

It is important for the situation to be reviewed early for the 
issue to be settled with a sense of urgency. 

While carrying out this exercise it is* in my personal 
view* also necessary to take another look at the number of 
teacher pay-scales that were reduced in 1973 to three. In 
particular* a view needs to be taken on whether the creation 
of long pay-scales* particularly for lecturers and professors* 
has been a move in the right ,direction. My own experience 
indicates that this halfway stage to the demand for a life-long 
running scale has not satisfied anybody; on the other hand it ha, 
created problems. In a general environment of multiplicity of 
pay-scale everywhere else* a teacher also expects some pro¬ 
motion after every 5-6 years. And* if tnis need is recognised 
as a genuine one for career satisfaction of individual teachers* 
there should be at least five pay-scales* including perhaps two 
for lecturers and two for professors. Such a restructuring wil 
also build some badly needed incentive into the system. Instam 
are not unknown when once a person has been confirmed in 
his post, he tends to lose interest in maintaining and upgrading 
his acader ic competence and interest; he is sure that he would 
keep on earning increments for the next 10-15 years. Creation 
of more pay-scale would help in keeping such persons on their 
toes. 


I am well aware that* by making this suggestion, I 
would be disturbing a horoet*s nest, but I feel that the point 
needs to be made . 

AIU Activities : 

9.1 Before, closing, may I say a few words about the 
activities of the Association during the year that has gone by. 

In late 19?0 some of your representatives met the Prime Mlnlsi 
In the context of the issues emerging from education being 
having been included in the concurrent list. Though I was 
personally not present* I understand that the group got a good 
heading and, as desired by the Prime Minister* a note on the 
problems currently facing the higher educational system in the 
country was prepared and submitted to the Government. I now 
understand that a draft bill in this respect is currently under 
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consideration of the Ministry of Education. It appears desirable 
for the Association to make its opinion on this draft known 
to the Ministry of Education, and to press its viewpoint. 

9.2 As I have mentioned earlier, the year has been a some¬ 
what hard one for the university vice-chancellors* one of our 
colleagues having been assasinated, another having been roughed 
up physically, and some others having been suspended or remove 
In one case, as desired by the Standing Committee, I and the 
Secretary called on the University Chancellor but I cannot say 
that the interview was a success. A decision was th$n taken 

to Intervene, at the level of the Supreme Court, as a matter of 
principle appeared to be involved. Here too, the result was not 
satisfactory in as much as our application for intervention was 
later withdrawn under legal advice. As I have mentioned earlier 
however, this is an issue which we must discuss with greater 
seriousness so that the Association can press its views in the 
matter in the highest court of the land. 

9.3 The finances of the Association are in a somewhat 
better shape though not entirely satisfactory. One reason 
is that nearly half the universities do not pay their annual 
subscription in time. Though I wrote twice personally in 
the matter to vice-chancellors of the defaulting universities, 
tiie results cannot be said to have been satisfactory. As 

the annual subscription forms the main income of the Association 
unless members take personal interest in the matter, the 
Association will continue to be in difficulty. My personal 
suggestion would be to increase the annual subscription by 
Rs. 1000/-, a rebate of eq^l amount being allowed if the sub¬ 
scription is paid in time. This would provide a much needed 
financial incentive for timely payment. 

9.4 The year was difficult one in the context of the 
Association's relationship with a section of its employees. A 
Special Committee of your Standing Committee went into 

the problems raised in considerable details, and its recommen¬ 
dations are in the process of implementation. One of the 
points that emerged was that there has been considerable jaiL 
hoc ism in employing and promoting people. The basic rules 
were amended last year and further improvements have been 
brought In this year, particularly in the context of the pro- 
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cedures for recruitment, appointment and promotion, etc. The 
various employee benefit rules are also being reviewed and 
improved. The office organisation is also being re-structured. 

I would like to express the hope that the actions Initiated during 
the current year would be followed through so that genuine 
grievances of our employees get removed early. 

9.5 The last point that I would like to refer to here is 
in relation to be AIU Building. Tenders are expected to be 
invited shortly, at which point of time it would be necessary 
for the Association to mount another drive for augmenting the 
Building Fund. It is important that the Association builds this 
house of its own with the greatest possible speed, otherwise 
cost escalations will hit us badly; costs have in fact already 
gone up considerably. Fay I add for your information that, 
in the building that has been designed, provision lias been made 
to provide several services to visiting vice-chancellors. 

10. With these words, may I once again thank the members 

of this august body for their kindness in electing me to this office 
and for the ready and positive support that I received from them 
whenever I asked for it. I feel sure that my friend, Dr. Ramesh 
Mohan, to whom I am handing over office, will receive the 
same support and consideration from all of you. This is the 
57th Annual Meeting of your Association, and I wish it many 
happy returns of the day.

Mr. Chancellor, Madam Education Minister, Chairman 
of the UGC, President of Ihe Association, Professor 
Ram Joshi, Members of the Association, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasant duty to propose a vote of thanks 
this morning. Since I am doing It for the last time I think 
I would like to refer to one or two things in regard to the 
Associat ion. 

During the decade and a half that I have been 
associated with the AIU, the country has witnessed steady 
and inexorable deterioration as far as the university scene 
Is concerned. We are all aware of it. It would be futile 
on my part to say anything by way of description or analysis 
at this stage. But I think there is one very limited point 
to which I would like to call attention. 

The crisis of the educational system is social and 
political in character. While some part of the confrontation 
takes place outside the universities’ some part also takes 
place within the universities. This is where the difficulty 
arises. When it takes place outside the universities, those 
in power feel that it is directed against them. But when it 
takes place within the universities, those vested with policy- 



making and decision-making feel it is none of their business. 
They feel that the universities headed by their vice-chancellors 
should take care of the problems. 

If I may say so, this is not going to work. What 
happens within the universities is a reflection of what happens 
outside. There is an intimate link between the two and to 
look upon them as two separate problems is to be guilty of 
what may be called political myopia. We have to understand 
this basic aspect of the problem that what happens in the 
universities may be partly the doing of the university but 
partly it is a reflection of what is happening outside. If we 
in the universities are expected to perform, the minimum 
that can be done from outside is that the requisite resources 
not only in terms of money but in other larger terms are 
also made available to the universities. This is the dilemma 
confronting the Indian universities and not to take notice of it 
would be an act of evasion. I would not like to say anything 
more about this problem at this stage. 

We have had a very interesting inaugural session 
this morning. The Chancellor has given us a wide ranging 
address. What the Education Minister had to say I think 
has relevance beyond the confines of this city and the State. 

The relationship of what is spent on higher education and 
other levels of education is of the utmost importance. It 
is not for me to comment on what has been said. Several 
ideas have been thrown up. Even if we follow through half 
of them in the course of our discussions we would have a 
really productive session. 

With these words, I would like to thank the Chancellor 
for having graced the occasion and the Minister for Education 
for having given us a thoughtful address. The President has 
surveyed a very wide field. Some of these ideas are presentee 
in the agenda papers as well and these will come up for 
detailed discussion. Above all, I must thank the University 
of Bombay for having given us a most cordial welcome. I 
mentioned to Professor Bam Joshi last year that the AIU had 
not met in Bombay for four decades. He readily agreed to 
invite the session this year and you can see for yourselves ho 
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welcome we are and what excellent arrangements have been 
made for our stay and for the meeting. I thank him and his 
team of workers most sincerely.

D.4.1 To report the action taken by the Association consequent 
r>n tho tragic murder of Dr. S. C. Banwar. 

The house placed on record its sense of horror and deep 
grief at the irurder of Dr. Banwar,Acting Vice-Chancellor, 
North-Eastern Hill University, Shillong, and conveyed its 
deep sympathy to the members of the breaved family. 

It expressed the hope that the Government would take 
effective action to bring to book the perpetrators of this 
dastardly crime. It also suggested that the family of the 
deceased be duly given financial and such other relief so 
deemed fit under the circumstances. 

The Secretary reported in detail on the steps taken 
towards ensuring personal security for Vice-Chancellors an 
general peace and order on the campus. In the course 
of discussion that followed, the following two suggestions 
as given below were made : 

i) Attempts should be made to ensure that some kind of a 
family pension was paid to Mrs. Banwar. 

11) As part of the obligation of a University towards its 
Vice-Chancellor, his life and limb should be insured 
against danger and disablement. 

In this connection it was noted that the NEHU hid 
already decided to make available a sum of Rs. 2 lakhs 
to the family as compensation, to be kept in fixed deposit 
for a period of eight years in the first instance. Secondly, 
the house was informed that Ranchi University from which 
University Dr. Banwar had gone on lien to NEHU, had 
provided a job to Mrs Banwar as also a house on the 
campus. She had also been given a cash grant of 
Rs. 5,000/-. Thirdly, his daughter had been admitted to 
Jadavpur University, which University had made all 
possible facilities available in this connection. 
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The house appreciated the action taken by these 
universities and desired that the matter of release of money 
by NEHU may be pursued. 

D.4.2 To report that the President and the Secretary visited 

Jaipur in connection with the suspension of Dr. R.N. Singh, 
Vice-Chancellor of the University of Udaipur and the follow 
up action. 

As desired by the Standing Committee at its last meeting* 
the President and the Secretary had called upon the 
Chancellor of the University of Udaipur. Since that meeting 
was far from satisfactory and the case was still pending 
before the Supreme Court, it was decided to intervene in the 
case. Somehow the matter got dragged out and meanwhile 
a charge-sheet was served upon Dr. R.N. Singh and the 
process of enquiry was initiated by the State Government. In 
view of this development the Supreme Court did not propose 
to discuss the issue of placing Dr. Singh under suspension 
any further. Our Legal Adviser in this situation advised 
the AIU not to proceed with the intervention. 

It is the first time that the AIU intervened in any case. 

In regard to evolving a general policy in this regard, the 
decision taken by the Standing Committee and accepted by 
the house in given below :- 

"(l) Wherever there was reason to believe that 

arbitrary exercise of power had been made or 
might be made, the AIU might intervene at the 
Supreme Court level. 

(ii) A Committee consisting of the President, the 

immediate past-Presldent, the Vice-President, the 
Secretary and a standing legal counsel (yet to be 
appointed) might consider each case on merit. 

ill) The Sanding Committee be informed of the decision 
taken by this Committee from time to time. 

iv) A separate budget head might be created for the 
purpose." 
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AlU BUSINESS : 

D.5.1 To discuss the ro-organisation of AlU Bhslness. 

(APPENDIX - III) 


The note circulated by the Secretary was discussed In detail 
It was agreed that the business of the AIU should be 
reorganised to take Into account the different needs and 
perceptions of the three sectors of university education 
dealing with the general arts and science subjects* agricul¬ 
tural education and technical education. As of this moment, 
the point of view of agricultural universities and technical 
universities is not adequately projected. Should this 
situation continue* it would work to the disadvantage of the 
AIU* for both these sectors of education (agricultural and 
technical) would tend to withdraw Into themselves and a 
stage might come when they might even like to recede from 
the AIU* This would be good neither for them nor for 
the rest of the University system. 

Having accepted this approach In principle* the house 
decided upon the following course of action : 

(1) A sub-committee of the Standing Committee to be 
nominated by the President should go Into the question 
of restructuring the various committees so as to meet 
the needs of the three sectors of university education. 
Since this would Involve the simultaneous operation of 
three different communities* details in regard to the 
functioning of the President* tho Vice-President, the 
respective roles that they should perform and such 
other matters should be gone Into. This would also 
involve a remodelling of the Standing Committee and the 
various other committees. All these aspects must be 
gone into and concrete recommendations made for 
consideration of the general house. 

(2) The way in which the annual meeting would then be 
organised should also berstudled In detail. If the 
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various comirittees meet simultaneously* how should 
the agenda of the plenary session be worked out ? Two 
' Issues In particular would have to be gone Into 

(a) What Items should go to which Committee and 

(b) according to what principles, will have to be 
studied and redefined. 

(3) In case this, kind of reorganisation has any financial 
Implications* that might also be examined. 

(4) After all these things have been finalised a special 
general bjody meeting of the AIU should be called at 
Srinagar, preferably In May 19^2. so as to discuss 
the recommendations and re-order the business of the 
AIU accordingly In the years to come. 

> 

D.5.2 To consider the position regarding the Secretary-ship 
of the Association. 

The President reported that since the Secretary was due 
to retire later this year, action to find a replacement for 
htm had been Initiated. A circular letter had gone to all 
Vice-Chancellors and they had been asked to suggest names 
by the end of February 19?2. 

Regarding the cpnstitution of the Selection Committee under 
clause 23* It was decided that It should consist of the 
President, the Immediate past-President, the Vice-President 
and four seniormost Vlce-Chancellor-members of the 
Standing Committee* one each from the four zones. 

It was also dedded that (l) the post be re-deslgnated as 
Secretary-General and the necessary amendments In the 
rules and regulations be carried out; <ii) the permissible 
house rent allowance lor the Secretary "General be raised 
to Rs. 2000/- p.m. Instead of Rs. 1250/- p.m. as at 
present. 

D.5.3 To report the progress about the construction of the AIU 
House. 

The Secretary reported In detail about the progress made 
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in regard to the building plans. He informed the house 
that before this month is out, the tender would have been 
issued. Steps have already been taken to procure cement 
and it should be reasonable to believe that construction would 
start sometime in the month of April 1982. 

In regard to the funds available* the Secretary pointed 
out that a sum of approximately Rs. 15 lakhs was already 
available. If an appeal were issued for more funds* another 
Rs. 5-6 lakhs could be raised. A similar magnitude of 
assistance could be reasonably expected from the Ministry 
of Education. All this would however constitute only 
approximately 50% of the total estimated cost vhich had 
been put at Rs. 50 lakhs. Administrative approval for the 
preliminary estimate had already been communicated by the 
Secretary, and this decision was endorsed. 

In regard to raising additional funds* the following 
decisions taken by the Standing Committee were endorsed : 

(l) The Ministry of Education should be once again 

formally approached to contribute something towards 
the building. 

(ii) As already decided at the last meeting of the 

Standing Committee* 15-16 rooms of 150-180 sft. 
each be made available to each universities as were 
prepared to pay for them in terms of the conditions 
already laid down by the Standing Committee at its 
first meeting held on 13.10.81. The cost in respect 
of each room would be Rs. 75,000/- and the rooms 
would be made available on a first-come-served 
basis. 

ii) An additional year's subscription as contribution 
towards the building fund is to be collected from 
every member-university. Those who had already 
responded to the voluntary appeal would stand 
exempted from this.

"29.Whenever it appears to the Standing 

Committee that it is advisable to amend 
any provision of the Rules & Regulations* 
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it may submit the proposition to the members 
.of the Association, at least two months in 
advance of a General Body meeting. The 
proposition shall be considered by the 
Association at the said meeting and if approved 
will be incorporated in the Rules & 
Regulations' 1 .

ASSOCIATION OF INDIAN UNIVERSITIES 


Report of the Visiting Committee on Awadhesh 
Pratap Singh Vishwavldyalaya. 


The Awadhesh Pratap Singh Vishwavidyalaya was started 
as an examining body with 39 affiliated colleges in 196*. Now 
there are as many as 44 colleges (16 government and 2£ private). 
The student population has also gone up to 30,0G0. . The 
University has started its postgraduate teaching in the School of 
Environmental Biology and the Department of Business Economics. 
Research facilities for work on cpsmic rays and particle physics 
have also been made available in the Vikram Space Research 
Centre* established in 1976. The foundation for a language labora¬ 
tory has also been laid and a regular postgraduate diploma classes 
in Russian language have been instituted. 

Undergraduate and postgraduate teaching in the Faculties 
of Arts, Social Science* Commerce* Law, Engineering, Medicine, 
Ayurvedic and Home Science is mainly conducted in the colleges. 

The Madhya Pradesh Government has recently decided to 
transfer the postgraduate teaching programme in government 
colleges located at Rewa to the University. The members of the 
visiting committee were informed that the taking over of the 
postgraduate teaching at the university headquarters from the 
colleges would result In a qualitative improvement both in the 
standard of teaching as well as research activities. The proposal 
however is being examined by the university bodies and a final 
switch over is yet to take place. 




The university is governed by the provisions of the Unified 
Madhya Pradesh University Act and Statutes. All the bodies of the 
university have been constituted. The University Grants Corrmissio 
has also recognised the Vishwavidyalaya for receiving financial 
assistance for development piogrammes. In 1978, the Commission 
sanctioned grants for the purchase of equipment and books and 
journals by the university. The university has approached the 
Commission for giving necessary financial assistance for' the 
opening of Departments of Physics* Business Management * School 
of Behavioural Sciences, School of Oriental Studies* Department of 
Mathematics and Statistics, Department of Library Science* 
Department of Journalism, Department of Forensic and Crimnology 
Department of Pharmacy and the Department of Hindi in the Sixth 
Plan period. 

The Indian National Science Academy and the Indian Space 
Research Organisation have also recognised the university as a 
centre for specialised research. The Madhya Pradesh Coordination 
Committee has identified the School of Environmental Biology as a 
Centre of Excellence. The School functions on multi-disciplinary 
pattern and offers M.Sc. and M. Phil programmes as well as 
Ph. D. programmes. The areas of specialisation offered at this 
Centre arc : Environmental Health, Rural Environmental Nanageme 
System Ecology and Research Management. Various projects on 
ecological evaluation of the environmental utilisation and managemer 
in the Bastar region have been, sponsored under the MAV i 

programme of Unesco. A project on Integrated Rural Development 
has also been Initiated on an inter-disciplinary pattern involving 
the School of Business Economics ami Agriculture College* Rewa. 

On the university campus a men’s hostel for 50 students has 
been constructed and is under occupation. The university guest 
house has been built. The administrative block has been construct 
and all the administration offices are located there. The first 
floor of the library building has been completed. 34 residential 
quarters for staff members have also been built and all are fully 
occupied. 

The members of the committee met the Deans of Faculties 
and Principals of local affiliated colleges. It was brought to their 
notice that during the Sixth Plan period more financial assistance 
would be needed from the University Grants Commission for 
strengthening the teaching in various faculties. 
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Considering the overall development of the university the 
members of the committee recommend that the Vlshwavtdyalaya 
be admitted as a regular member of this Association.

ASSOCIAT I ON OF INDIAN UNIVERSITIES 


Report of the Visiting Committee 
on Nagarjuna University 


Nagarjuna University was admitted to the provisional 
membership of the Association in 197^. A committee consisting 
of Dr. ]\\ V. Pylee, Vice-Chaneellor, Cochin University and 
Shrl Anjni Kumar, Deputy Secretary, AlU, visited the campus 
on 20th June, 19^1. The members of the committee also met the 
Vice-Chancellor, the Registrar and the faculty members. They 
were informed that the university teaching departments have started 
functioning on the campus and with the addition of department of 
law, the number of departments has gone up to 11. The planning 
Board of the University has drawn up fresh proposals for the 
opening of departments of Political Science and Public Administration, 
Statistics, Textile Technology and Visual and Performing Arts. 

Under the revised pattern of education as recommended by the 
State Committee set up for the introduction of vocational and 
job-oriented courses* some of the colleges have introduced courses 
in pharmacy. Electronics and Secretarial Practices. The members 
were informed that none of the universities in the southern region 
has any facility for training in museology. Recently the museum 
movement has gained momentum throughout the State and a number 
of additional museum has been established by the government. To 
meet the demand of trained personnel in this field the university 
has a proposal to start a course in museology. The department 
of English has also Introduced one-year programme in English 
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teaching and Creative Writing at MPhil level. These courses 
provide Intensive training to those who pursue English language 
teaching as a profession. The course in Creative Writing apart 
frorr imparting professional skills in English is very helpful to 
persons working in various fields of mass media such as journalism 
films, TV and Radio. The recent excavations undertaken by the 
department of History and Archaeology have yielded valuable ma¬ 
terial which have thrown new light on the history of Andhra 
Pradesh. There is also a proposal to have specialised programme 
in archaeological excavation. The university library is housed 
in a separate building. It has over 20,000 books and 500 
periodicals and journals are subscribed for various subjects of 
study. The university Act and Statutes are modelled on the pattern 
of other universities in the State. 

The members of the committee were informed that the 
University Grants Commission has now agreed to declare the 
University fit to receive assistance from the central sources under 
section 12(a) of the UGC Act. The State Government has assured 
the university, that it will be helping in raising Rs. two crores 
assets as envisaged under the rules. A block grant of Rs. 32 
lakhs has already been sanctioned to the university. 

On the campus the administrative block has been constructed 
and is under occupation. The hostel block for 300 students is also 
occupied by the postgraduate students and the campus has taken a 
definite shape. Residential accommodation both for teaching and 
non-teaching staff and a hostel for research scholars are also being 
planned. 

In view of the all round development of the university, 
the committee recommends that the Nagarjuna University be 
admitted as a regular member of the Association.

AP PEMPBcPI 


At Its meeting held on 14-1-7S, the Standing Committee 
considered a note submitted by the Secretary In regard to the 
future of the AIU. A copy of the note ts given at Annexure-A. 

II. The minutes as recorded In respect of that day*s meeting 
read as under : 

"The general approach adopted by Dr. Amrlk Singh In his 
paper dealing with the future of the AIU was found acceptable. 
His plea for taking the AIU as the representative body In all 
dealings with the Government and the XJGC was affirmed In 
particular. In regard to the various Issues raised by him, 
the general thinking was as follow : 

it would be useful to function through various committees 
as proposed. In order to do so however It would be nece¬ 
ssary to discuss the matter with the Association of 
Agricultural Universities and the Indian Society for Technical 
Education. The President of the Association was authorised 
to take these Issues with the appropriate authorities.” 

There is little to add to what was stated in the note 
submitted In 1977-7?. If anything, the situation demands renewed 
and urgent attention, for some of the developments that have taken 
place or are in the process make it incumbent for the AIU to 
adjust Itself to the changing situation. The developments referred 
to above may be listed belows- 

(a) Follow up legislation in respect of Education having become 
Concurrent is likely to be introduced shortly. This would give 
greater authority to the Centre. The AIU therefore has to become 
more functional and more useful if it Is to have Its say In the 
formulation of policies. 
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(b) A policy decision to establish a UGC-type body to deal 
with technical education, proposed to be called TEC (Technical 
Education Commission), Is also likely to be set up within the 
next year or so. Once this body Is established, technical 
universities would coire to have irore or less the same independent 
status which the agricultural universities have today in consequence 
of their having to deal with the ICAR. 

(c) The proposal to have three committes envisaged in the note 
of 1977-7? is even more valid therefore. The present mode of 
functioning of the AIU is unsatisfactory' In a number of ways. The 
following figufes In respect of the annual session for the last five 
years may be seen in this connection :

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IV. As should be apparent* universities pther than those 
belonging to the mainstream do not take rruch interest in the AIU and 
to that extent do not feel involved in its* functioning. The agenda 
as well as the discussions indicate that* their probleirs do not 
receive the attention that even their numbers would justify. Almost 
90% of what happens at the AIU sessions deals with the mainstream 
universities. The establishment of a parallel Agricultural 
Universities Association which has functioned for almost a decade 
now is both a comment and a reaction to the present functioning 
of the AIU. Owing to a number of reasons it has not yet established 
an Independent secretariat or even its headquarters. As in the 
case of the early years of the AIU, the headquarters change with the 
change of the Secretary who, usually speaking, is a serving 
Vice-Chancellor . Before long however this would change and the 
agricultural universities would establish their headquarter* likely 
enough at Delhi, so as to remain in close touch with the ICAR. 
Similarly, once the TEC comes into existence, the technical 
universities would also develop some kind of an autonomous organi¬ 
sation. 


At the moment 15 agricultural universities are members of 
the AIU but 7 are not. Quite often questions have been raised 
within those universities who are members as to why they should 
continue to be members of the AIU. The AIU is not able to do 
much for them and the question in that sense in a valid one. The 
same kind of questions might come to be raised once the technical 
universities, also get organised on their own. 

To ignore all these developments and their import is bound 
to hurt the AIU as well as the university system. The AIU will 
be hurt when it ceases to become the representative body of Indian 
Universities. The university system will get hurt because most 
of the social and political pressures are exerted on the mainstream 
universities. Functioning through the AIU they are unable to achieve 
that much which chqy would be able to achieve if they were to 
proceed in close conjunction with the other two types of universities 
where the nature of these pressure is much less urgent, where 
the funds are somewhat easier to obtain, where the quality of stud* 
ents is good and the student-teacher ratio is favourable. All these 
are positive assets in favour of the agricultural as well as the 
technical universities. The mainstream universities would profit 
by the kind of prestige that these universities lend to the university 
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system. To some extent they might also be able to get better 
consideration frorr the community as well as the government if the 
various constituents function together rather than as independent 
units. 


V. Assuming that this line of approach is accepted, certain 
organisational steps would have to be taken. Amongst the Issues 
that would require a decision, the following may he referred to : 

(I) The relationship as between its three Committees - A, B &C. 

(II) The nature and scope of the secretarial and other support 
extended to these various Committees. 

(III) The composition of the General House as well as the 
composition of the Standing Committee and the various 
other Sub-Committees. 

There are a few subsidiary issues as well which would 
arise if the work of the AIU is reorganised so as to take into 
account the different needs as well as modes of organisation of 
the different types of universities. It is not necessary to refer 
to each one of them but this much is definite that the General 
House of the AIU should primarily concern itself with matters which 
are of interest to universities as a corporate system and which 
have policy implications. 

By virtue of Its history as well as standing in the country, 
the AIU has quite some assets at its disposal. It is Important to 
preserve as well as expand those assets. Within the next few 
weeks the AIU would start construction of its own permanent building. 
This would give It a home of Its own which, in turn, would mean 
a kind of stability. This is gratifying. At the same time it is 
Important to ensure that in terms of its functioning it continues to 
be a representative as well as an influential body. One precondition 
for that Is that every type of university looks upon the AIU as its 
own organization. 



ANNEX I IR E-A 


A note by the Secretary in regard to the future 
of the Association of Indian Universities. 


Every few years# dissatisfaction is expressed with the 
working of the Association of Indian Universities. Two recent 
examples that eoire to rrind are the annual session held at 
Patna in 1971 and the Golden Jubilee session held in 1975. 

Most of those who choose to express dissatisfaction on the subject 
wish to see the Association play a rrore positive role in the 
sphere of higher education. 

For the first quarter of a century, the Association did 
not have anything like a stable office. A part-tirre Secretary 
was appointed every three years and the office rroved to wherever 
he was. In 194^, for the first tirre, it was decided to locate 
the office in Delhi and appoint a full-tirre Secretary. Sorre kind 
of a no rhinal beginning in respect of a stable organisation was 
rrade. It was soon Interrupted however by the establishr ent of 
the UGC in Decerrber 1953 with the Secretary of the Association 
becoming the Secretary of the UGC. The next few years saw the 
strong emergence of the UGC as a grant-giving body. The 
ministry of Education also caire to lean rrore and rrore upon 
the UGC, a process which the Association indirectly facilitated by 
shifting its headquarters to Madras for a nuirber of years. Two 
of its concrete rranifestatlons rray be referred to here. 

(a) Conferences of Vice-Chancellors carre to be summoned by 
the UGC and the Ministry of Education. This was done despite 
the#fact that in the Association the Vice-Chancellors had an 
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organisation of their own which, arrongst other things, had 
assisted In the establishment of several organisations like the 
CSIR, the Indian Medical Council and the UGC itself. As a matter 
of fact, when in 1952 the Regulation of University Standards Bill 
was circulated by the Ministry of Education to the universities and 
State Governments, it was opposed vehemently by the Association. 

It was as a result of the stand taken by the Association that the 
Ministry of Education modified its original approach and agreed 
to the establishment of a UGC which had powers both to give 
grants and to regulate standards. In the English-speaking world 
this combination of functions was accomplished for the first 
time in India In no other country, U. K., Canada, Australia, for 
instance, do the grant-giving bodies have these twin functions as 
the UGC in India has. The innovation introduced in India was the 
direct outcome of the stand taken by the Association of Indian 
Universities in the years 1952 and 1953. 

(b) In the late sixties the UGC appointed an Advisory Committee 
of Vice-Chancellors. Its membership consisted of 15-20 vice-chan¬ 
cellors drawn from different parts of the country and was appro¬ 
ximately the same as that of the Standing Committee. It met very 
sporadically and it is difficult to ascertain to what extent its advice 
was either sought or implemented when given. Once again the 
Association abdicated the role that it had laid down for itself. 

The primary thing that requires to be done therefore is that 
the AIU should take itself seriously. There are certain functions 
which belong to it and there should be no question of not exercising 
them. In certain respects there has been lack of initiative. This 
can be taken care of without much difficulty. In his inaugural 
address-to the 1966 session of the AIU, Dr. VKRV Rao made the 
following suggestions in respect of the role that the Association 
should play: 

"In conclusion, I must return to the subject with which I 
started, namely, the role of the Inter-University Board with 
special reference to its relation to the University Grants 
Commission. The Inter-University Board is a democratic 
and representative body of all the universities in India; 
and the universities are the representatives of all their 
colleges; both constituents and affiliated. I would therefore 
venture the assertion that the Inter-University Board Is 
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the supreme body for the consideration of problems of 
university education and should be treated as such both 
by Government and by the UGC. Of course the Board would 
take appropriate steps, through committees and the like* 
to take counsel with professional academic opinion and 
governmental opinion on matters relating to university 
education before making major recommendations to their 
member-universities. It is the university which is the 
preserver of academic standards* and universities are and 
have to continue to be autonomous bodies. It is therefore 
their representative body such as your Board that can have 
the final responsibility for the maintenance and improvement 
of academic standards. Of course* they should work in 
close understanding and cooperation with the University 
Grants Commission to whom Parliament has entrusted the 
subject of coordination of standards in university education. 

But there is no getting away from the fact that theirs is 
the ultimate responsibility, not only because their members 
alone are the Implemented but also because they are self- 
governing bodies. I would suggest therefore that a 
convention should be established by which the annual reports 
of the University Grants Commission should be placed for 
discussion not only before Parliament but also before the 
normal annual Board. In fact, the suggestions I am making 
has become all the more necessary in the light of the recent 
amendment in the University Grants Commission Act that exdtt 
Vice-Chancellors from its membership. After-all, the 
University Grants Commission has a responsibility not only 
to Parliament but also to the Inter-University Board in the 
matter of higher education. Once this principle is recognised 
I anticipate no difficulty in the working but of concrete 
arrangements for the promotion of mutual cooperation and 
collaboration between the University Grants Commission and 
the Inter-University Board in all the academic matters/* 


II. One criticism made of the AIU is that universities hear 
About It approximately once a year and that too on the occasion 
of the annual meeting. That also is attended by two-third of the 
vice-chancellors and not more. Discussions are neither rigorous 
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nor thorough and quite often even the agenda is rushed through. 

To some extent the situation was retrieved some years ago when 
it was decided to hold a seminar along with the annual meeting 
but the dominant feeling in respect of the seminars has been 
that too much is attempted in too short a time, with the result 
that everything gets crowded and the overall impression its one 
of perfunct-oriness. In fact at the last meeting held at 
Coimbatore several Vice-Chancellors expressed the view that 
each annual meeting costs Rs. 70,000-80,000 and It was a pity 
that the results achieved were not in proportion to the resources 
expanded. In this connection two suggestions are made. 

(a) The present arrangements may be modified in this manner. 
In addition to the Standing Committee, there‘should be three 
committees; for the sake of convenience they may be described 
as Committees ('A’* ! B' and f C ! ). Committee— A may deal ,with 
the mainstream universities which are usually of an affiliating kind 
and receive their funding from the UGC and the State Governments. 
Committee-B may deal with agricultural universities which are 
approximately 20 in number and receive their funding from the 
ICAR and the State Governments. Committee-C may deal with the 
IlTs, technical universities like Roorkee, Jadavpur, Birla Institute 
of Technology® Pilani, J. N. Technological University and such 
other universities. Certain universities have strong faculties of 
technology. Should they also wish to be represented on this 
committee through a pro-vice-chancellor or some-one of an 
equivalent rank this could be suitably arranged. 

The three sets of universities have different sets of 
problems. It would be best therefore if they could meet in terms 
of their respective groupings so that there is better coordination 
and liter-action. These committees should have the power to deal 
with issues as these arise from time to time. In certain cases 
however tvhat they discuss or recommend may have policy impli¬ 
cations and those matters might be reported to the annual general 
meeting where everybody would be present. Which matter is to be 
reported or not should be decided by the committee Itself. 

The Standing Committee should be re-organlsed to deal 
with matters like finance, equivalence, research projects, dealings 
with foreign countries and such other matters and may not meet 
more than twice a year, once at the time of the annual meeting 
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and once somewhere in between. In other words* the Standing 
Committee should become a housekeeping committee and all 
other matters of academic significance should be dealt with by 
the respective committees -A, B & C. These committees may 
meet on average twice a year, once at the time of the annual 
meeting and once somewhere in between. Each one of them 
should have a senior official attached to them as the Secretary. 

The Secretary of the AIU should attend these meetings but need 
not have direct responsibility except one of supervision and 
coordination In respect of the items discussed and decisions taken 
How these committees are re-constituted is a matter that might 
be discussed by the Vice-Chancellors themselves. 

(b) In order to cope with the increased tempo of activity, it 
would be Important to have more resources. The only two sources 
for it are either the universities themselves or the Ministry of 
Education. All these years the Ministry of Education has paid 
a very nominal amount as maintenance grant. As at present It does 
not exceed Rs. £0, 000/- per year. To have it increased to half 
a million rupees per year should not he difficult provided the 
Association exerts Itself in this direction. That would enable the 
Association to expand, strengthen and diversify its activities. These 
various steps would ensure that the universities continue to receive 
Ideas, information, suggestions for action, research findings and 
such other things from the Association all the year round. 

III. With the help of the Ministry of Education, the Association 
has now been able to establish a Research Cell. At the moment 
two professional people are working in the field of Examinations 
and the Economics of Education respectively. The success achieved 
by them, particularly in the project of Question Banking for 
universities, has been most gratifying. With the enlargement of 
activities* there is every reason to believe that this particular 
aspect of work by the Association would gather more effectiveness 
and prestige. Not only that, with the availability of more 
resources It would be possible to also expand into several other 
directions which would all prove helpful to universities. 

IV. One more Issue may be referred to here. The number of 
universities by now is so large and the country so vast in size and 
so diverse in local traditions that not everything happens at the 
Centre For instance, in a number of States, meetings of Vice- 
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Chancellors are convened by the Chancellors. The Sourthern 
Universities have over the years evolved a tradition of meeting 
amongst themselves. In respect of all these meetings there has 
to be better coordination between what happens in the States and 
at the AIU office. There are several other means which can be 
thought of for purposes of better interaction. The only point that 
Is sought to be underlined is that quite a good deal of action is 
in the States and a mechanism should be evolved whereby the 
Association remains informed of what is happening and at the sam* 
time can be useful to the universities in some way or the other.

ASSOCIATION OF INDIAN UNIVERSITIES 
Annual Report for the year 1981 - 82 


I have the honour to present the annual report for the year 
1981-82. 

A Special General Body Meeting was convened on August 21 
198 l at Delhi. This was in pursuance of the decision taken at the 
last annual meeting held at Hyderabad on February 1, 1981. At 
the said meeting the question of follow-up legislation in re^rd to 
Concurrency was considered in sorre detail. The house decided 
that a suitable draft memorandum be prepared but before it is 
subiritted the house should be summoned again. This was done. 

Some changes were made in the draft submitted. After those 
changes had been incorporated, the memorandum was submitted to 
the Prime Minister. It is understood that suitable legislation is 
being drafted by the Ministry of Education and is likely to be 
introduced in the next Parliament session. 

In the course of the current year 3 newvuoiifersities were 
enrolled as members.

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The university system continues to be under Intense pressure 
from political as well as non-political forces. One obvious mani¬ 
festation of It Is the arbitrary manner in which Vice-Chancellors 
are asked to leave. One of the cases that was brought to the notice 
of the AIU related to that of the Vice-Chancellor of the University 
of Udaipur. The Standing Committee after due consideration decided 
that the President and the Secretary should call upon the Chancellor. 
This was done on November 9, 19^1. The meeting unsatisfactory 
and it was decided to intervene in the case which the Vice-Chancellor 
had filed in the Supreme Court. Accordingly a petition was drafted 
and the petition was heard on January 1?, 19^2. Since several 
months had gone by between the initial petition to the Court and the 
dates of the hearing, the Government of I&jasthan in its reply said 
that it had already served a charge-sheet upon the Vice-Chancellor 
and an enquiry was now due to take place. The main thrust of the 
petition had been to challenge the right of the State Government to 
place the Vice-Chancellor under suspension. In view of these 
developments* the Supreme Court agreed to the plea of the State 
of Rajasthan to go ahead with the enquiry. Under legal advice, 
the AIU petition was therefore withdrawn. 

It is for the first time that the AIU chose to be a party in anj 
such legal matter. This had been suggested on one or two occasions 
earlier but no definite decision had been taken. At the moment a 
couple of other cases are also under consideration. One of the 
matters that the 57th session of the AIU should decide is: what 
should be the role of the AIU In matters where Vice-Chancellors are 
asked to go in an arbitrary manner and there are inroads made 
upon university autonomy in a number of other directions* as well? 

It may also be added in passing that in regard to two 
Universities in the Punjab at Patiala and Amritsar the State 
Government proposed to appoint Pro-Vice-Chancellors without 
reference to the concerned Vice-Chancellors and assign independent 
duties to them. In a communication to the Chancellor his attention 
was drawn to the inherent impracticability of such a proposal. The 
matter in fact had been considered about a decade agp by the j 

Gajendragadkar Committee and subjected to criticism. The relevant 
extract from that report of the committee also formed a part of the 
communication. The said communication has been circulated to all 
universities and need not be reproduced again. 
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After the tragic death of Dr. S. C. Banwar* the AIU took 
up the matter of the security of the Vice-CJiancellors with the 
Ministry of Education. Nothing conclusive has emerged from 
those discussions so far. The wider issue of peace on the campus 
however is proposed to be taken up at the annual meeting. 

A detailed note in regard to the working of the AIU and its 
future organisation has been submitted separately. This is a very 
Important matter in sojiar as it has a bearing on the future of the 
AIU. Reference is made to it at this stage because it would be 
highly desirable to make a decision on the subject at this meeting.

AIU .HP use : 

Quite sor e progress has been made in regard to the 
construction of the AIU House. The tender is due to be issued 
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within a fortnight. As per schedule* the actual construction 
is to begin in April 19^2. In this connection the following two 
issue may be referred to here:- 

(a) The AIU at the moment does not have more than Rs. 15 lakh& 
for the building. The estimated cost is Rs. 50 lakhs. With 
everyday that passes the cost goes up. It is therefore urgent 

that the construction is undertaken at as parly a date as possible. 
Additional funds to the tune of Rs. 35 lakhs will have to be 
raised. How they are to be raised is a matter that requires to 
be discussed in detail. 

(b) As per Court agreement, the AIU is required to vacate 
its present premises by the 31st of December 19^2. Even with 
the best of will in the world it would not be possible to build 

the basement and the first floor so that the office can move there 
in time. This refers to the main office of the AIU. The library 
as well as the research cell and the sports division are already 
located outside the main premises. Assuming that those offices 
can continue to stay on wher* they are for another few months* 
it would be incumbent' either to make alternative arrangements for 
another 6-9 months or request the Dyal Singh Library authorities 
to agree to give further extension. 

StefL Ma tters : 

For the first time in the history of the AIU there was staff 
trouble. Some of the employees remained on strike for a period 
of 24 days. After the strike was called off, the Standing Committe 
appointed a committee of three' Vice-Chancellors to look into their 
grievances. Except for one or two very minor things* the 
committee did not find any basis for their grievances. MpsLof 
t he dilfieutt /• areata <from the Tact that some ( jobg in the^rese&riQh h 
coy tfuicbd^xb^siiii <f or q ujtet ts fc-e.

Sales : 


By March 31, 19*1 sales and publications receipts were 
Rs. 4,35,600/-. This figure is expected to go upto Rs. 6,00,000/- 
So far Rs. 4,50,000/- of sales have been effected. The balances As 
expected to be made up during the next two months. This may be 
explained owing to two reasons. 

The U_n iversities Handbook came out only three weeks ago. 

Its sales are beginning to pick up therefore. Furthermore, the 
Handbooks of Medical Education, Engineering Education and 
Management are all in the press. Their sale proceeds too would 
came in during the remaining few weeks of the financial year. 
Secondly, most payments are received towards the close of the 
financial year. It is very much to be hoped that this target would 
be reached. In order to achieve this target of sales, two important 
steps have been taken. One is to do away with the system of sole 
distribution. While we still continue to deal with the trade, we no 
loqger have any sole distributors. This used to mean a higher rate 
of discount. Now the AIU is doing more and more of direct selling. 
This means a higher margin of profit. 

Apart from the home market; intensive efforts are being 
made in the foreign market also. For instance, the AIU books 
were exhibited in the following fairs which were organised by the 
National Book Trust: 

l) Tenth National Book Fair - Bangkok (28th March to 6th April 
1981). 

il) Third Moscow International Book Fair (September 2-8, 1981). 

Ui) 33rd Frankfurt Book Fiir - 1981 (October 14-19, 1981).

v International Book Fair - Manila (Phillipines) (November 
6-15, 1981). 
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vi) Special Exhibition of Indian Books in Hong Kong (November 
12-19, \ 1981).

The following nine titles were reprinted In the course of the 
year ; Question Bank Book Series: Chemistry, Botany, Physics, 
Sociology, Psychology, Mathematics; Status Report Series: Internal 
Management of Universities; Monographs on Grading and Test & 

Item Analysis. 10 titles are still in the press and are expected to 
be ready within the next few weeks. 

About 100 universities have used the media of Inlverslt v News 
for their advertisements. Continuous contact is maintained with the 
universities for securing their advertlsemerts. 

Special efforts are also being made to increase the sale of 
University News. While we have had some success, it is not 
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as marked as one would like it to be. This has something to do 
with the kind of publication we bring out. We cannot offer any 
exclusive news; nor the kind of news in which the average kind 
of reader would be interested. Therefore there are difficulties 
tn increasing the circulation of IJniversitv News beyond a point. 

Libra ry : 

In the course of the year the Library added 616 books to 
U 3 stock. Out of this 297 titles were purchased while 319 titles 
were received on a complimentary basis. In addition* 178 back 
volumes of periodicals were got bound and taken on stock. Hie 
total number of volumes in the library now is 8832. 

It may be added here that additions to the library continue 
to be reported regularly in the University News, 

The number of periodicals subscribed to by the library is 
72 but 21 journals are received on a complimentary basis. All 
of them are regularly indexed and a select list of articles is 
published in the University News . The Research Cell continued to 
make good use of the library facilities. There are a few other 
stray users as well but by and large not many demands are 
received from the universities. 

In the first quarter of 1981 , two volumes of the Bibliography 
c£ Doctoral Dissertations for 1978-79 were released. The volume 
devoted to Social Sciences and Humanities for the period 1979-80 
was released in September 19^1. Work on the other volume has 
unfortunately run into arrears. However information in respect 
of the Bibliography for the period 1980-81 has been called and 
about two-thirds of it has already been received. 

Before this information is codified into these volumes* it is 
notified in the University News under the column Theses of the 
Fonth. With effect from January 1982 however a new feature 
has been introduced. It is entitled Research in Progress. 
Information in regard to those who are getting enrolled for research 
is received from the universities* classified and then notified. 

The great advantage of this new feature is that those who are inter¬ 
ested in getting this kind of information would get it within a few 
months of a scholar getting registered. By the time the degree 
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is awarded, information received and printed in the form of a 
book a couple of years would go by. By adopting this revised 
procedure we would be rendering more prompt service to those 
who are interested. Whether Theses of the Month should now 
continue to be published or not on a monthly basis is a matter 
that remains to be decided. 

Every university puts out an annual report. While some 
universities would send it; other would not. It has now been 
decided to collect these reports from all the universities and stock 
them in the library. In years to come this would become an 
invaluable source of information. Reports have started flowing 
in an in fact our problem now is how to get more space for 
stacking them. 

B M Jlgial.JP9sltL pn : 

The financial position has been none too satisfactory in the 
course of the year. The rate of subscription waa revised for 
19*l-£2. It seems however that universities are finding it difficult 
to pay. As many as 23 had yet to pay at the time the report 
was compiled. This is so after two reminders by the President 
and as many letters by the Secretary. If funds are not received 
from the universities it creates problems of cash flow and there 
have been some very awkward moments in the course of the current 
year. Since the matter is being considered separately* I do not 
wish to say anything more about it. 

Provident Fund : 

Till about two years ago the AIU handled Its own provident 
fund. The Provident Fund Commissioner however sought to take 
over control of the AIU Provident Fund under the law meant fo£ 
that purpose. The matter was taken up with the Commissioner. 
While no formal decision has yet been taken, it is hoped that 
the provident fund would continue to be operated by the AIU. 
Meanwhile, as suggested by the Commissioner’s office, some 
changes had been made in the rules so as to bring them In 
conformity with their requirements.

Foreign Students : 

The number of foreign students has grown during recent years. 
The AIU too has considered this problerr on a couple of occasions. 
T\Sb matter was pursued with the Ministry of Education as well 
and a meeting was organised under the chairmanship of the Secretary 
Ministry of Education, not so long ago. The Foreign Secretary also 
attended. Certain decisions were taken and a Sub-Committee under 
the chairmanship of the Secretary, AIU, has now been appointed to 
work out further details. This Sub-Committee is still to report 
and the matter is expected to be finalised within the next few weeks. 
Whatever gets decided is likely to get implemented with effect 
from 19^3. This Item is to come up for detailed discussion at the 
All] session. So it is not necessary to provide any further ddalls 
here. It may be mentioned in this context that more than 1000 
foreign students visited the office in order to get their problem 
sorted out. 

Research Cel l : 

The situation In regard to the Research Cell has not been 
particularly satisfactory. Our senior professional in the Economics 
of Education left towards the end of 19f0. In early 19^1 the AIU 
proposed that there should be two professionals Instead of one and 
that one of them should be in the professor’s scale of pay and the 
other in the reader’s scale of pay. Unfortunately a decision on 
this issue has been pending for almost a year. The jobs therefore 
could not be filled up and the area of Economics of Education has 
therefore not been able to produce anything in the course of the 
year. Salary scales in respect of some other jobs too have been 
under negptiatlon. Within the next few months it is expected that 
work in this area would be resumed. 

In regard to the Examination area, work has gone on steadily 
as the following details would show: 

A - Rcacaxcb 2 

1) Work related to ’’Moderation of Examination results” Is 
completed and a monograph detailing out this has been 
published. 
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2) Work related to "Syllabus Analysis and Restructuring* is 
completed and a rronograph is being printed for distribution 
to universities. 

3) Work on project dealing with "Sample Free It err Analysis" 
is completed and a rronograph is being printed for 
distribution to universities. 

4) Work on "Computer in Examinations" is completed and 
trial runs are complete. A volume giving listing of 
programmes with sample outputs will be brought out 
soon 

Development : 

In the "Question Bank" book series, two more titles 
Pharmacology and Automobile Engineering have been printed 
and published. Prevalidation has been completed in respect 
of 1) Strength of Materials 2) Electrical Power System 
3) Law of Contracts and 4) Anatomy. 

They are in different stages of development and will be 
printed and published in the next few months. In addition 
many Phase I books have been reprinted. Revision in respect 
of Mathematics. Chemistry* Physics. Botany, Zoology, History 
Geography has been undertaken. Preparatory work related 
to Phase III Question Banking in Agricultural subjects, 
computer science, Veternary Science, has been started. 

UraM o g, & Extens ion : 

Many workshops were organised by universities and colle¬ 
ges and institutions during the year and these workshops were 
planned, designed and conducted by the P.O. in the areas 
of Question Banking, Grading, Internal Assessment, Semester 
System* Restructuring patterns of Question Paper, Medical 
Education and Examinations, Teaching methods etc. 

Arror^ them are Universities of Poona, M.S. University 
of Baroda, Jammu, Kanpur, Gandhlgram Rural University, 
Perarlgnar Anna University of Technology, Osmanla, Delhi, 

ISM Dhanbad. 
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A National Seminar on Examination Reforms was held 
on 14-16 January. 19^1 at Mahabaleshwar near Poona, under 
the joint sponsorship of the Association of Indian Universities 
and the University of Poona. Representatives were invited 
from 15 Universities having Examination Reform Ih its . In 
addition» a few resources persons were also called to help at the 
Seminar. 

The three important objectives of the Seminar were: 

a) to review the work done by Examination Reform Units 
in these universities and to exchange and share 
experiences in implementation of various measures 
of examination reform; 

b) to evolve more practical guidelines for the implemen¬ 
tation of Examination Reforms by all universities with 
particular reference to those who are likely to join 

in the near future; 

c) to evolve minimal reform programme and activities 
to be adopted by universities without Examination 
Reform Units. 

Accordingly, the Seminar had three major activities 
consisting of a Review/Exchange Session Practical Guidelines 
Session and Minimil Reform Programme Session. 

After detailed discussion and deliberation, certain 
recommendations were made and they were reported to the 
Annual General Meeting of AIU. 

D - Correspondence Course : 

The Correspondence Course n (Basic level) has been 
started from 15th August 19*0 in which a total number of 
136 participants got enrolled. Such df those participants who 
did not attend the contact workshop and comprehensive 
examination of Course I were reenrolled to course II> making 
the total to 23*. SNDT Women's University, Bombay has been 
chosen as a Regional Centre for operating the course for the 
sponsored participants from Bombay, Poona and places near 
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and around Bombay which amounts to 70. The rest 66 
participants were looked after from Headquarters. Lessons 
were sent to them periodically. A number of contact work¬ 
shops at Bangalore, Madurai, Tenali, Delhi and Ihanbad were 
conducted. Nearly 70 participants completed all requirements 
and were awarded certificates. 

Correspondence Course III (Basic level) was started on the 
1 st August 19^1 and 276 candidates have been registered for 
this course. 43 at Delhi Centre and 9^ at Bombay Centre. 
Those transferred from Course I to in are 71 while from 
course II to III there are 61 candidates transferred. A second 
Regional Centre at Madurai is likely to start functioning as 
and when the Centre gets a strength of 50 candidates in and 
around Madurai. Nearly 12 lessons have been sent and the 
course is in progress, conducted by Delhi Headquarters as 
well the Regional Centre at SNDT Women's University, Bombay 

It is proposed to start a "special professional course" for 
personnel of Examination Reform Units to help them a) design 
and implement a scientific system of continuous internal 
evaluation; b) to statistically analyse results of examinations* 
using computers; c) to help train faculty in their, own 
universities; d) to help evaluate their systems of evaluation 
written, practical and oral. Initially not more than 25 can¬ 
didates will be admitted to the course which will last for 
6 months. 

C a se .att*d ieja/C.Q.nsnlte.Qgy •* 

1) The Research Cell in collaboration with National 
Academy of Medical Sciences conducted a 10 day workshop 
to produce multiple choice items in Medicine to be used in 
Part I MNAMS Exam. 150 items were selected and used in 
thp first year and 221 candidates took the examination. A 
comprehensive computer programme was written and the 
results processed to find statistical quantities about the test 
and various items. These results are reported in the form of 
a Research Abstract IV. 

2) A case study on the use of computer in Examinations 
has been concluded. A comprehensive volume listing several 
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coirputer programmes with sample illustrative data Input/output 
is being prepared for use by universities. 

3) A 12~day workshop on Methodology of Teaching/Evalua¬ 
tion for Senior Naval Officers has been organised by the 
Research Cell, on the request for such a workshop by the 
Chief of Naval Staff 

Sports : 


The AIU organises 23 tournaments for men and 16 for 
women every year. In the course of the current year 
tournments In the games of Badminton (men and women), 

West Zone, Basketball (men) East Zone, Football (East Zone), 
Ball Badminton (men), Cricket (men) South Zone, Chess and 
Tennis fwomen) could not be fixed up for want of venues. All 
other tournaments were fixed up and are in progress. 

When universities do not agree to host tournaments it 
becomes a real problem. Part of the problem arises from the 
fact that either the Vice-Chancellor himself or the Sports 
Officer has to feel motivated enough to invite a tournament. 
Wherever either of them is well motivated the tournament 
takes place. But where both of them are not motivated we 
have these omissions. Another aspect of the problem is that 
it is becoming more and more costly to organise these 
tournaments. In respect of Athletics we were able to get a 
grant from the Ministry of Education some years ago. From 
Rs. 5000 it has now been raised to Rs. 10,000. But what 
we have now proposed to the Ministry of Education is that 
these grants be made available to all universities and all tour¬ 
naments depending on the tournament that they are organising. 

A kind of schedule has been proposed and this schedule 
varies from game to game. At the moment the matter is under 
discussion with the Ministry of Education. In case this proposal 
is accepted, as we believe it would be accepted, things would 
become vastly easier for the universities. But the fact 
remains that without strong initiative from the concerned uni¬ 
versities it becomes a problem to organise these tournaments. 
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One Issue that requires to be considered Is if It should 
be obligatory upon a university to host a tournament within 
a certain interval of tlrr©. After all, membership of the 
Sports Board should also carry some obligation with it. 

At the moment there is no such obligation with the result 
that we have these situations. 

Our standards of performance have been rising over 
the years. This is evident from the fact that more and 
more of our students get selected for international participation. 
For instance, the National Junior Hockey Team participated 
in the Junior World Cup held in Hong Kong in 19^1. Two 
university players, namely, Daljinder Singh (Rajasthan Univ¬ 
ersity) and George Jacob (Guru Nanak Dev University) were 
selected in this team. Similarly, a three-member universities 
tennis team participated in the World University Games held 
at Bucharest (Romania;in July 19^1. The team consisted of 
Nandan Bal (Poona University)., S. Vasudevan (Madras Uni¬ 
versity) and Deepak Bhargava (Allahabad University). All 
these players are national level tennis players. 

The Amateur Athletic Federation of India organised three 
series of five-nation international competitions in India in 
November 1981. Two university athletes, Vandana Rao 
(Mangalore University) and Shirtley Verghese (Kerala University) 
were selected in the team. In the Asian Track and Field 
Meet held in Tokyo in July 1981 and in the Moscow Interna¬ 
tional Athletic Meet held in September 1981, C.S. Bajwa 
(Ponijab University) represented India. Shrl Naresh Kumar 
(Delhi University) represented India in Wrestling in the Elite 
World Championship held at Colorado Spring (USA) in 
August 1981. Another wrestler to participate on behalf of 
India was Gian Singh of Haryana Agricultural University, Hissar, 
in the 2nd Asian Wrestling Championship in free style held 
in Lahore from 1st to 4th December 198l. 

In the All India Open Athletic Meet held at Lucknow In 
October, 198i, university athletes won two gold medals (Sheba 
Newman of Madras University in High Jump; Reeth Devaiah of 
Mysore University in Hepththlon).: One silver medal was 
won by Vljaymala Dutta (Delhi University) in Shot Put. Five 
bronze medals were won (Vandana Rao of Mangalore University 
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In 100 it. & 200 m;)Shlrtley Verghese of Kerala University 
In long jump; Anitha Thantry of Mysore University in high 
jump and Jolly James of Kerala University in Javelin throw. 
Apart from athletics* the university teams participated in the 
national championship in the games of hockey (men), junior 
hockey (women), rowing and badminton (men and women). 


The various national federations organised extensive 
coaching programme for the Asian Games probables. In the 
year under report, 30 athletes (men and women), 11 hockey 
players (men), 4 hockey players (women), 6 badminton players 
(men and women) and 3 wrestlers were included. Under the 
NSO programme the AIU also organised a number of university 
level coaching cajnps. Their details are presented below:

l take this opportunity to present the annual report for 
the year 19£0-£l pertaining to the sports programmes undertaken 
by the A.I.U. during the year under review. A brief account of 
these programmes is given under the following heads: 

1. Int fi T-U nl ye rsUy T o mn a jT^tita. : 

23 Inter-University Tournaments for Men and 16 for 
Women at about 54 centres are organised annually. This year all 
the tournaments were conducted except for the following : 

i) Hockey (Women) 

ii) Wt. l ifting & Best Physique 

iii) Hockey (Men) East Zone 

iv) Kho-Kho ( M & W) 

v; Shooting (M & W) 
vi) Badminton (Men); North Zone 


Initially, Hockey(W’oiren) was allotted to the Kurukshetra 
University. That University, However, declined to conduct it. 

An effort was made to locate an alternative venue but the efforts 
did not succeed. The Wt. Lifting & Best Physique Tournament 
was to No conducted by the Vikram University. They also 
declined to fulfil the commitment on the plea that they were 
already organising another important tournament in the game of 
Football. They organised Football (W.Z;)and Inter-Zonals. The 
Sambalpur University to which Hockey(Men) for the East Zone 





was allotted was proceeding to organise the tournarrent on the 
scheduled dates. However, at a very short notice, they informed 
that it was not possible to conduct the tournament at Sambalpur 
because of the tense situation in that area on those dates. The 
Poona University to which Kho-Kho (M&W) was allotted initially, 
declined to organise the tournarrent because of non-cooperation of 
physical education departments in the Maharashtra State. In 
respect of Shooting (M&W) and Badminton(Men) for North Zone 
no university offered to take up ,the assignment. 

This state of affairs cannot be described as satisfactory. 
What remedial steps require to be taken is a matter that deserves 
to be taken up. 


2 . 


an d. V e nues: 


Once decided changes in dates and venues of the 
Inter-University tournaments upset the schedule. It imposes great 
strain on the office to restore the schedule. It also is a subject 
of controversy and complaints because it sets in a chain reaction 
and dislocate things in the universities. Some universities do not 
find the new dates suitable and they lodge serious complaints 
against such occurrences. This year, a number of changes in 
dates and venues in 12 tournaments took place and the details are 
given at Annexure-I 


3. New Programme of University .Level .Coaching Cantos : 


The Coaching-cunmCompetition programme was in 
operation for the last five years The idea of launching this 
programme wa s to keep the cream of university sports talent 
busy during the long summer period wnen they tend to slacken. 
Despite our best efforts* however, the response from trainees to 
this programme has not been encouragi ,g. The important factor 
responsible for inadequate attendance \that came to our notice was 
travelling hazards in the scorching heat of the Indian summer 
Realising this difficulty, a new scheme has been introduced at the 
university leval coaching camps. To begin with, the selected game 
are : athletics (M & W); Badminton (M & W); Basketball (Men); 
Basketball (Women); Football; Hockey (Men;; Hockey (Women); 
Volleyball (Men); Volleyball (Women); Wrestling. 
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It may be noted that in the new scheme the idea behind the 
earlier programme has not been lost sight of. The only change is 
tnat instead of centralising it coaching has been localised. The new 
scheme of university level coaching camp is likely to attract better 
response and is a Iso expected to give better results .

MINUTES OF THE GENERAL SESSION 


TAXES: 

G.1.1. To consider income tax concessions for royalty to authors 
of technical books and textbooks. 

(Punjab Agricultural University) 

/“Note:- It Is well known that textbooks and technical books 
by Indian authors in India a re not availably in the 
numbers required. Many kinds of Incentives 
have been given by the University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion for the authors to write books. The books 
are published either through private publishers 
or with the help of National Book Trust of India. 
The income from the royalties to the authors is 
pooled as a total income along with the salary. 

The text laws are not so favourable for the sala¬ 
ried people and any additional amount that comes 
as royalty to an author of the rank of a Professor 
is heavily taxed. In order to give incentives to 
the authors* a certain amount, say up to 
Rs. 5000/- per year may be allowed tax-free 
and only the additional income may be taxed in 
a sliding manner so that the royalty is not pooled 
in the total income and hence the bracket of income 
is not raised. 

A recommendation to this effect may be made 
to the appropriate department in the Government 
of Indla_ for making provision In the income-tax 
laws._/ 
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It Is however learnt that the Authors Guild of 
India had already approached the Finance Ministry 
of Government of India for granting concession in 
income-tax for authors. As a result of their 
representation, the Government of India have 
agreed to allow claims of expenses to the expen¬ 
diture of 25% of the earnings or Rs. 5, CGO/- 
whlchever is less If the amount receivable from 
writings/royalties is less than Rs. 25,000/- and 
the detailed accounts regarding expenses Incurred 
are not maintained. This also applies to cases 
where the amount receivable Is more than 
Rs. 25,000/- but the expenses claimed do not 
exceed Rs. 5,000/- provided the income-tax from 
these sources is not more than Rs. 5, 00G/- # 

The Central Board of Direct Taxes have 
Issued detailed Instructions in this regard. The 
text is given at Appendix-I. 

In view of the clarification obtained from the Authors Guild 
of India, the Association felt that for the present no change 
was called for. 

UNIFORMITY AND RESTRUCTURING OF COURSES : 

G.2.1 To consider the restructuring of the present pattern of 

three years degree course and adoption of a common patter r 
by all the Universities in India. 


(University of Mysore) 

Note:-In the University of Mysore a candidate for 3 year 
degree undergraduate course has to select three 
subjects of equal standard under Group II. But 
in certain universities die three subjects are 
Studied In a different manner i.e. two majors 
and one minor and one major and two minors* 
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It Is desirable to have a common pattern 
for all the Universities so as to facilitate admi¬ 
ssions to postgraduate coursesj:/ 

It was felt that the following three issues were Involved : 

(a) whether the duration of the first degree course 
should continue to the three years* ©r It should 
be two years for the (Pass) and three years for 
the Honours courses; 

(b) whether the curriculum should have one major 
and two minors* or two majors and one minor; 
and 

(c) there was a certain lack of definition as to what 
constituted the honours course. In some uni¬ 
versities it was a separate three years* course* 
while in other universities one/two additional 
papers were done in the relevant subject. In 
certain other universities, the term ’Honours 
School’ was used. 

It was felt that the present position in the 
university system should be ascertained and then 
the matter taken up with the UGC at a joint 
meeting. 

To consider the question of according equal status to regular 

and correspondence course students for various degrees. 

(University of Mysore) 

^“Note:- The academic regulations, courses of studies and 
syllabi are the same in respect of regular post¬ 
graduate students and those enrolled for the corres¬ 
pondence courses. In some universities a dis¬ 
tinction is made while Issuing the degree certl- _ 

flcates. This is for consideration and discussion^./ 
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RESOLVED to accept the proposal that the same status be 
accorded to regular and correspondence course students 
and that, furthermorei no reference to the channel of 
education (whether regular or private or correspondence) 
need be Indicated In the certificate. 


G.2.3 To consider the question of holding two University 

examinations- one at the entrance stage I.e. pre-university 
examination and the other at the final stage of the three 
years degree course instead of holding four annual 
examinations. 


(Punjabi University) 

/ Note:- At present, after Matriculation the Universities 

hold examinations of pre-university, BA , B. Sc(TDC) 
part I, II & III. Thus the students are kept 
excessively engaged in the routine and unremitting 
task of taking University examinations every year. 
While on the other hand, there is a well accepted 
feeling at the national level that students in co¬ 
lleges should be made to take active part in co- 
currlcular activities, like NCC, NSS, drama* 
debates* trekking, etc. for allround development 
of their personality. 

As such, it is proposed that the Universities 
might conduct only the pre-university and the final 
year examination in the BA/BSc(TDC) course. 
BA/BSc(TDC) part I & II examinations might be 
conducted at the college level, to afford apportu- 
nity and time to students to develop active and 
meaningful participation in co-curricular acti¬ 
vities. This will not only mitigate pressure on 
the practical side of arranging the University 
examinations at frequent intervals, but also reduce 
the stress and rigours on the students* mind and 
allow enough time for youth activities for proper 
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and fuller development of their personality. This 
would also cut the procedural delay now involved 
In re-admission of students to RA(TDC) part II 
and III course after formal declaration of results 
of RA/BSc (TDC) part I and II examinations and 
the students would be able to go into RA/BSc (TDC) 
part II and III classes Immediately on re-opening 
of the colleges after vacation. It Is understood 
that -the universities would be duly compensated 
financially by their respective State Govt./UGC 
by way of additional grant-in-aid to offset revenue 
loss on account of fall in the number of can¬ 
didates at the University examinations. It may, 
howeveri be noted that this proposal runs counter 
to the Semester system of examinations*./

Institutions of Higher Learning. 


(University of Roorkee)

SALARY SCALES : 

G.3.1 To consider the question of parity in the scales of pay 
of teachers and University Administrators. 

(University of Roorkee) 


/^Note:- Till IV plan period there was general parity 
amongst the scales of pay of the teachers and 
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university administrators. But unfortunately 
UGC during the V plan period entirely overlooked 
the University Administrators resulting in the 
disparity amongst their scales of pay. University 
is based on a tripea with students* teachers and 
administrators as its legs. In case a leg Is 
not taken care of, there is all likelihood of its 
collapse. Keeping in view this aspect it is 
essential that the UGC be pressed upon for having 
parity in the pay scales of the teachers and 
university administrators as it was having 
earlier with a view to remove the frustration 
amongst the university administrators for smooth 
administrative functioning of the universities. 

While considering revision of the existing scales » 
UGC should give due consideration to this 
aspect also, _/ 

In the course of discussion it was pointed out that some of 
the states (West Bengal was mentioned in this connection) 
this parity had already been established. It was reported 
that the State of Punjab had also agreed in principle. Some 
of the members however thought that this kind of parity 
was not consistent with the conditions of work which differec 
as between academics and non-academics. After a certain 
amount of further discussion, it was resolved that this 
matter be taken up at a joint meeting with the UGC. 

3.2 To consider the revision of the scale of pay for the 
coaches. 


(Karnatak University)

FOREIGN STUDENTS : 


G.4.1 To review the position of admission of foreign students in 
Indian Universities. 

The Secretary reported in detail with specific reference to t 
following points : 

i) The Ministry of Education was of the view (having 
consulted the Ministry of External Affairs as well) 
that full economic fee ought to be charged. 

ii) A sub-committee had been appointed to work out the fc 
rrula on the basis of which the full economic fee be 
charged in relation to different types of courses. Th 
committee had yet to report. 

iii) As regards the admission of foreign students* the 
thinking in the Ministry of Education was that while 
admission to an educational institution should be grante 
or refused, depending upon the merits of the case, 
by the institution concerned, other details in regard to 
suitability etc. as well as admission should be determi 
ed by the Educational Consultancy Service which was 
in the process of being established. This Service 
would conduct examinations, determine the grades etc 
of students and make this information available to the 
educational Institutions for them to take appropriate 
decisions. 

While in regard to all other matters there was 
hardly any difference of opinion, in regard to the full 
economic fee the opinion was sharply divided. Since 
no definite decision could be taken in regard to this 
issue, it was felt that the issue could be taken up one* 
again when the Special General Body meets in the 
second half of May 19^2. By then the progress in 
regard to some of the other points would also have 
been made. 
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PEACE ON THE CAMPUS : 

G.5.1 To consider the recommendations/suggestions for maintaining 
Peace on the Campus. 

. After a good deal of discussion, the recommendations* as 
worked out by a drafting committee and given at Appendix-IV, 
were adopted by the general house. 

HIGHER EDUCATION : 

G.6.1 To consider the suggestions of Rabindra Bharati University 
for organising discussions on the following topics : 

i) Higher Education and the Employment Potential. 

/Note:- The real purpose of Higher Education in the present 
context-integrating that purpose with a developing 
employment potential in areas related to Higher 
Education - A close look on the possible areas - 
Making that desired and developed employment 
potential really productivity oriented so that the 
highly educated can contribute something towards 
upgrading the educated average and the bulk yet 
to be educated. _/ 

ii) Higher Education and Integration of Research and Project 
Works. 

"Note:- Research and Project works related to Higher 

Education require both integration and co-ordination 
- duplicate* triplicate* or even more than that, 
research and project works are being carried on 
simultaneously in Universities obviously more than 
one - Such diversified efforts on the same project 
amount to wasteful expenditure doubtlessly not 
negligible - Emphasis should be laid on the creation 
of a co-ordinating machinery to avoid simultaneous 
efforts on the same topic in Universities more than 
one. This would save a lot of wasteful expenditure* 
a savings that would remain open for utilisation In 
other relevant areas of Higher Education. 
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III) Steps to cover the stage from Higher Education 
for a few Higher Education for all. 

/Note :- This is a theme Projected obviously from a long 
term view for making Education really meaningful 
and effective for the people of the country - The 
Theme would obviously take up back to the socio¬ 
economic constraints which are baffling limitations 
to reach the desired goal of a developing country 
like ours - Though a long term theme* it has to be 
taken up right now so that we can set a proper 
perspective* a perspective that would not deprive 
but open up_opportunities for all to be highly

RE-EVALUATION Or ANSWER BOOKS : 

G.9.1 To consider the question of re-evaluation of answer books 
for university examinations. 


(Research Cell - AIU) 

/"Note:- While a number of universities permit students 

to ask re-evaluation of their answer-books* quite 
some do not. The issue has become somewhat 
controversial in a number of universities. The 
Research Cell has been in touch with quite a few 
of them and in the note presented below have raised 
some issues which require to be discussed. These 
are listed below : 

l) Who is eligible to ask for re-evaluation? Some 
universities make it open to candidates who have 
passed the examination or have failed in not more 
than two papers. Therein also a limitation along 
with this that such requests will be for two 
papers in any single examination and thus re-eval¬ 
uation is sought for both improvement of a score 
or for changing the decision from failure to pass. 
The need for re-evaluation arises from past and 
present experience in different universities vhere 
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there have been an Increasing number of cases 
wherein marks of candidates increased from 2C0 
to 400% (even in mathematics paper) after 
re-evaluation. 

ii) What time limit is to be set for such requests 
for re-evaluation by the candidate, parents or 
guardian through the principal of a college/ What 
time limit is also to be set by the university to 
complete the process of re-evaluation and announce 
the re suits ? 

lii) What is the fee to be charged for such re- 
evaluation? In this* universities differ but by and 
large anything between Rs. 50 to Rs. 100 is 
charged for every single paper. Some universities 
do make a refund to this fees once the re-evaluated 
mark either changes the decision from failure to 
pass or considerably improved the original score. 
Some universities do make a distinction between 
retotalling* and re-evaluation of the answer 
script. 

iv) What is the theoretical basis for re-evalua¬ 
tion? The basis is 'to be seen relating to sources 
of error in marks. Some of these are : 

a) subjectivity In marking. Equally competent 
examiners award different marks to the same 
answer or worse still the same examiner awards 
two different marks to the same answer on two 
different occasions; b) biased sampling of topics 
and abilities. This is seen more so in purely 
essay form question paper; c)arbltrary time limits 
set for answering questions. 

v) There are cases of erratic evaluation, strict 
lenient evaluation, indifferent evaluation, victimi¬ 
zation etc. How does re-evaluation cope with 
these ? 
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vi) What is the permissible variation between 
valuation and re-evaluation? Different universities 
have different standards and set out different 
limits. This ranges between 5 to 15% of the 
total. This is also linked with moderation and 
grace marks. 

The permissible variation between any two 
examiners can be set at one standard error. 
Standard error is the range of marks within 
which 2 out of every 3 examiners marking an 
answer script agree. If a candidate gets 36 and 
the Standard Error is 5 marks* then 2 out of 
every 3 examiners will give a mark that ranges 
from (36-5) = 31 to (36 + 5)^41 marks. One of 
the rules of re-evaluation can be that if a script 
is re-evaluated and found to be an error within 
one S.E. above or below then, the averag e of the 
examiners can be taken as his true mark. If 
the difference is more than one S.E. this can be 
referred to a third examiner and any two of these 
within one S.E. variation can be accepted. Thus 
the whole concept hinges round the concept of 
error in marking and to the extent this is scienti¬ 
fically and statistically studied the concept of re- 
evaluation will be sound. 

vil) What are the situations where re-evaluation 
is not to be permitted? Some universities do 
not permit re-evaluation where there Is already 
a double evaluation/practical examinations/ 
dlssertatlon/thesis/vlva voca etc 

viii)What is the procedure to be adopted to get 
the script re-evaluated ? In this, universities 
differ but most of them prefer to have the 
examiner for re-evaluation from outside the 
university/region. Some universities do have 
a committee to recommend examiners. Some 
universities also supply to the examiner re-eval¬ 
uating the script several other answer books 



chosen at rendom from the same examination 
to give him an idea of the standard of marking. 

ix) What is the remuneration to be given to such 
re-evaluations? 

x) Whether more than one examiner is to be 
entrusted with re-evaluation? Some universities 
adopt procedure of giving re-evaluation to 

two examiners and if their marks do not agree 
with the reasonable limit set* it is then referred 
to a third examiner. What can be the final 
mark of this script after re-evaluation, remains 
a problem tackled in different ways in different 
universities. _/ 

After some discussion it was decided that the AIU should 
collect more data and provide guidelines for further dis¬ 
cussion.

A PPENDIX-I 


Notification regarding income-tax concession for 
A uthors/Writers. 


It has been represented to the Board that in cases of 
Indian a uthors/writers and ad-hoc percentage be allowed as 
expenses from receipts arising from royalties/writings, since 
the expenses incurred by them are so varied and complex that it 
is not possible to provide documentary evidence for every item 
of expenditure incurred. 

After considering the representation in all its aspects it 
has been decided that in cases where the amount receivable from 
royalties/writings are less than Rs. 25, 000/- and where detailed 
accounts regarding expenses incurred are not maintained, claims 
of expenses to the extent of 25 per cent of such amount oi* Rs.5, OGC/- 
whichever is less, may be allowed in the year of publication of 
a book or other publication including articles. The deduction will 
be allowable with reference to the total royalty receivable whether 
in respect of one edition or more than one editions published in 
any previous year and not with reference to the actual royalty 
received in that year. 

If royalty from a particular edition/editions of a book or 
publication is received over a number of years and expenses 
have been allowed in the year of publication in the above manner, 
no further expenses are allowable in subsequent years in respect 
of that publication. 

The expenses to the extent mentioned above will be allowable 
without calling for any evidence in support of the claim. However, 
if higher expenses are claimed, production of evidence is to be 
Insisted upon before allowing the same. 



The instructions contained in an earlier para will also appf j 
to cases where the amount receivable is more than Rs. 25,000/- 
but the expenses claimed do not exceed Rs. 5, 000/- provided the 
income from this source is not more than Rs. 25,000/-. In 
cases where the income from this source exceeds Rs. 25,000/- 
the provisions of section 44AA(2) will apply and the assessee is 
expected to keep and maintain such books of account and other 
documents as would enable the Income-tax Officer to compute 
his income in accordance with the provisions of the Income-tax Act 
1961. 


Attention is also drawn to section 44AAQ) whereby it is rec 
uired that every person following a profession notified by the Boar* 
shall keep and maintain such books of accounts as may enable the 
Income-tax officer to compute his income in accordance with 
the provisions of the Income-tax act even if the income does 
not exceed twenty-five thousand rupees or the turnover or the 
gross receipts do not exceed two hundred and fifty thousand rupees 
The Board has so far not notified authors/writers as such under 
this Section. The relaxation provided in para 2 of this Circular 
will not, however, be available in cases of such authors/writers 
who are included in the term of film artists being story-writers, 
screen play writers and dialogue writers if they are engaged in 
their professional capacity in the production of cinematograph film 
as they have been notified for the purposes of section 44AA(l) 
vide Notification No. S.O. 17(E) dated 12th January, 1977. 



APPENDIX-EL 


Uniform grading system in all Universities/ 
Institutions of Higher Learning. 


India has got 116 universities/institutes of higher learning. 
Most of them are autonomous and aided mainly be University 
Grants Commission besides respective State Governments. Being 
autonomous each one has its own syllabi, system of examination, 
grading/marking etc. The system of grading/marking(assessment) 
as it prevails in those institutions of today is subject to controver 
and criticism. In foreign countries eminent educationalists have 
developed a common system of grading/assessment making institu¬ 
tions free from any criticism in this respect. It is high time, 
we should consider this question seriously and evolve a common 
system of grading/mar king /assessment of examinations conducted 
by various institutions. 

2. The grading/marking system as at present adopted by vario 
institutes broadly can be termed as under 

i) Assessment through arithmetical number/percentage 
system; and 

ii) Assessment through alphabatical letters viz. f A ! , ’BL 
’C 1 / grading system. 

3. The system mentioned (i) is being continued from ancient 
time in this country. When our country progressed in the field 
of education alongwith other fields and many institutes of higher 
learning were established imparting instructions on the basis of 
institutions of higher learning of foreign countries* a few institution 
adopted system of assessment of various examination through grade 
viz. 'A 1 , f B't f C'» fixing their value as under:- 

B = Very Good C - Good or fair and 

so on 


A = Excellent 
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4. Further every Institute has got Us own equivalence system. 
While a few of Institutions calculate percentage on aggregate basis* 
few on the basis of marks secured In particular subjects. 

Similarly* each of It has got Its own conversion system of grades 
into percentage and percentage Into grades. -All such anomalies 
sometimes present a different position and at times candidate who 
If there would have been a common system of assessment/grading 
could have chance to be admitted missed his chance. 


5. Tho ugh the University Grants Commission has recommended 
7 point system, yet It has not been adopted by many Institutions 
due to the reasons known to them. In all fairness* It Is, there¬ 
fore, suggested that a common system of grading/marking of 
various examinations be evolved and UGC and the State Government 
should make It mandatory to adopt It tn the Institutes owned/con¬ 
trolled by them so that there may not be any Inconvenience to the 
students in their selection to the various posts/scholarshlpB/fellow- 
shlp.

APPENDIX-IV 


Recommendations as worked out by a drafting 
committee regarding Peace on the Campus. 


This 57th annual conference of the Association of Indian 
Universities reviewed the prevailing situation with regard to 
'Peace on the Campus' and has come to the conclusion that the 
problem has assumed the proportions of a crisis which is not 
imaginatively and firmly dealt with without further loss of time 
is bound to lead to the complete breakdown of the University 
system. Such sinister forces as undermine the credibility of the 
university system and erode its capacity to maintain its autonomy 
need to be effectively checked so that the image of the Vice- 
Chancellors who are the chief executive heads of universities is 
preserved without any defacement. The Conference specifically 
proposes that the Central and State Government as well as the 
UGC should take due cognizance of this issue and requests that 
steps be taken by them to ensure the normal functioning of the 
universities* with every section of the university community being 
made aware of its responsibilities and obligations. 

2. To this end the Conference specifically requests the 
Central and the State Governments to use their authority in a 
meaningful way to curb and control the unruly and anti-social 
elements playing havoc on the campus so that the University 
authorities may be enabled to preserve peace on the campus. It 
condemns die tendency on the part of agitators to gherao the 
University authorities and calls upon the state Government to deal 
with "gherao" as a cognizable offence and take prompt and necess* 
action on that basis. 

3. This conference requests the State Governments to help 
universities by providing them with prompt and effective protection 
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in times of campus troubles when requests for the same are 
made to the police authorities. 

4. It recommends that a Grievances Machinery "be set up in 
every university to deal with the grievances of teachers and 
students as well as the administrative staff of all categories. The 
composition of this machinery should be representative in character 
wniie being left to the^ discretion of the Vice-Chancellors. 

5. The Conference requests the State Governments to help 
the universities* most of which are plagued by serious financial 
constraints* with adequate funds by way of block grants and 
adhoc grants so as to enable them to fulfil satisfactorily their 
academic responsibilities* such as* providing for student welfare 
services* sports and games* cultural activities* etc. for the benefit 
of students and also to discharge their administrative obligations 

in a meaningful and effective manner. 

6. The Conference recommends that the Central/State 
Governments treat the administrative, ministerial staff and other 
employees of die universities as on par with their 
counterparts In Government service in respect of pay scales* 
service conditions and other benefits etc. and assess their 
grants accordingly. 

7. The Conference recpmmends that universities institute a 
system of annual assessment of the academic work of teachers so 
that their performance and achievements in the fields of teaching* 
research and extension as well as their conduct in respect of the 
maintenance of discipline and proper running of the university 
may be duly reviewed and the teachers concerned advised* guided 
or directed. 

8. This Conference reiterates that teachers and Karmacharis 
of universities* while free to contest for public office* may do so 
in terms of the guidelines agreed upon between the AIU and the 
UGC in this behalf. 

9. This Conference recommends fiat Vice-Chancellors see to it 
that steps are taken to put an end to what is called student 
professionalism, by fixing the number of years beyond which 
students cannot remain on the rolls of one and the same 
University.
